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Ways and Means of 


Recruiting Student Nurses

AMERICA’S health is being men- 
aced today because of a serious short- 
age of nurses. Although recruitment 
for the past year has been good, an 
increase of 10,000 over 1946, and the 
interest in nursing as a profession 
has increased considerably, the short- 
age is still acute. Nurses are needed 
more now by the American people 
than ever before. Enrollment of first 
year students must be pushed up to 
50,000 during the coming year, 1948, 
to fill current needs. 

The public has been educated to 
make use of hospitals, and more 
people go to hospitals than ever be- 
fore. During 1946, one out of every 
nine persons in the United States was 
admitted to a hospital — one hospital 
admission every two seconds. In 1940, 
only 1,214,492 babies were born in 
hospitals. In 1946 the number had 
increased to 2,136,373 — or approx- 
imately 2 out of every 3 babies born. 

The demand for hospital care has 
increased 50 per cent since 1940. In 
1946 the Report of the Commission 
on Hospital Care estimated that an 
additional 195,000 beds were needed 
for use in general hospitals alone. 

As of November 1, 1947, approx- 
imately 40,000,000 Americans were 
members of Blue Cross and other 
hospital insurance plans, able to 
budget for the costs of hospital care. 

It is evident that more nurses are 
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needed, so we must aim toward re- 
cruiting not only more applicants but 
better qualified applicants. If we are 
to succeed, three important things 
must be considered: organization, co- 
operation, hard work. 

We are all reaping the benefits of 
the wonderful work that is being done 
by the American Hospital Associa- 
tion’s Student Nurse Recruitment 
Committee in co-operation with the 
National Advertising Council and the 
National Committee on Careers in 
Nursing. We must realize, however, 
that state and local programs are 
absolutely essential if our local goal 
is to be achieved. 


1. ORGANIZATION 

In order to make the public aware 
of the acute shortage of nurses, an 
active recruitment committee defi- 
nitely must be formed. Such a com- 
mittee can help to carry out the com- 
munity student nurse recruitment 
campaign. A prominent citizen well 
known in the community for his or 
her organizational ability, tact, and 
understanding, should be chosen as 
chairman. 

Administrators, directors of nurses 
of all local hospitals, as well as state 
institutions and public health agen- 
cies in the community, should be 
urged to become active members of 
the committee. Statistics should be 


made available to the chairman and 
members of the committee showing 
the shortage of nurses as it exists 
on a national, state, and local level 
and the means that are being used to 
combat the shortage. In addition to 
this, the committee should be re- 
minded of the advantages of nursing 
and the opportunities it affords both 
at home and in foreign service. At- 
tention should be directed to the 
léng-range plans that call for new 
and enlarged hospitals, health centers, 
and industrial clinics. The more per- 
tinent the information that is given 
to the committee members, the better 
prepared they will be to carry out 
their respective duties. 

Members of the committee should 
be aware of the personal and educa- 
tional requirements for admission to 
a school of nursing; the duration of 
courses; the cost of nursing educa- 
tion; and opportunities for scholar- 
ships. 

Organization Chart 

A close study of the organization 
chart for the recruitment of student 
nurses will reveal the divisions, sub- 
divisions, and functions of the re- 
cruitment committee. This chart has 
become nationally known as_ the 
“Trenton Plan” and is offered as a 
guide to anyone who wishes to make 
use of it in any way to promote 
recruitment. 
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Functions of the Hospital 
Committee 
The first function of the hospital 
committee is to secure specific in- 
formation that is essential for the 
recruitment program. 


A. This includes: 
(1) The total number of hospital 
beds and bassinets. 
2) The daily average number of 
patients. 
The number of student nurses 
on duty. 

) The ratio of patients to sen- 
ior, junior and freshmen nurses. 
The number of students on 
affiliation. 

The number of staff nurses 
needed to help carry the pa- 
tient load. 

) The number of paid nursés 
aides and volunteer auxiliary 
workers needed to assist in 
various capacities. 


All of this information can be sum- 
arized in graphic form. 


. Information for use in the counseling 
of high school students and prospec- 
tive students in the school of nursing 
will also be needed. Pamphlets such 
as “I’d Like to Know About Nurs- 
ing” and “Nursing is a Great Pro- 
fession,” available from the Nursing 
Information Bureau, 1790 Broadway, 
New York 19, New York, help the 
student to know how to select a 
reliable school of nursing. 

They will then expect to receive in- 
formation concerning: 
(8) The clinical facilities available 
to the school of nursing. 
(9) The educational facilities of the 
school of nursing. 


(10) Provisions for housing. 

(11) Provisions for health programs. 

(12) Social activities of the school 
of nursing. 


The information listed under the 
above twelve headings is essential 
and should be prepared and ready 
for presentation to the chairman and 
members of the recruitment com- 
mittee. 

The second function of the hospital 
committee is to provide speakers who 
are well trained in public speaking 
and well versed in the subject of 
recruitment. Many different types 
may be used to advantage, such as 
faculty members and student nurses 
who have a pleasing personality, a 
sense of humor, the ability to win 
young people, and who love nursing 
and are eager to tell others about it; 
or who are willing to sacrifice their 
own time, if need be, to fulfill a 
recruitment appointment. 

Paid nurses aides or volunteer 
auxiliary workers in uniform can 
stimulate interest among high school 
students to follow their example. Last 
year, over thirty high school juniors 
and seniors worked in our hospital 
after school and during vacation time. 
A large percentage of them are en- 
tering our September, 1948 class as 
student nurses. 

Representatives from hospital 
boards and auxiliaries can do a mag- 
nificent job in bringing our needs 
before civic and other groups. They 
can also form a speakers’ bureau 
from among their own ranks. 

The third function is to arrange 


for afternoon teas. A living room 
attractively furnished should be pro- 
vided and high school students in- 
vited to discuss nursing, its ad- 
vantages and opportunities, and to 
meet the nursing school faculty. 

Private interviews can be arrange: 
for during this time and tours through 
the home can be made. Invitations 
to social affairs should be extended 
to prospective students. This enables 
them to mingle and converse with the 
students of your own school. More 
than one school has used this plan 
successfully. 

The fourth function is to arrange 
for “Open House” programs and 
tours through the hospital on Na- 
tional Hospital Day, May 12. 

A different theme can be used each 
year. These programs should be edu- 
cational in scope, attractive, and wel! 
publicized. A few exhibits that can 
be used to advantage are: 

a. Public Health Nursing and im- 
provised equipment used in homes. 

b. Educational posters in science 
or other subjects that are made by 
student nurses. 

c. New equipment available in th« 
hospital to promote better health. 

d. New techniques and laboratory) 
demonstrations. 

Tours through the hospital should 
be made through the high schoo! 
guidance director, rather than by in- 
dividual students. They should b« 
well regulated and conducted. Smal! 
groups are preferable since more at 
tention can be directed to them. Trips 


conducted in the afternoon are much

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Un Precis—Manieres de Recruter 


des Etudiantes Gardes - Malades 


LA santé de l’Amérique est ad- 
jourd’hui menacée par le manque de 
gardes-malades. Pour répondre aux 
besoins courants, il faut 4 tout prix 
que l’enrélement des étudiantes gar- 
des-malades de premiére année soit 
poussé a 50,000 en 1948. 

Le public a appris a se servir de 
hépital, plus de gens que jamais 
vont 4 Vhépital. Aux Etats-Unis, en 
1946, approximativement 2 bébés sur 
3 sont nés dans les hdépitaux. II est 
évident que nous avons besoin d’un 
plus grand nombre de gardes-malades. 
Nous ne devons pas seulement aug- 
menter leur nombre, mais il faut 
qu’elles soient mieux qualifiées. Si 
nous voulons réussir, il faut considé- 
rer trois choses importantes: organi- 
sation, co-opération, travail ardu. 


|. ORGANISATION 


Pour faire connaitre au public la 
disette aigué de gardes-malades, un 
comité actif de recrutement doit étre 
formé. Un citoyen marquant, bien 
connu dans la localité pour son habi- 


leté d’organisation, son tact et sa 
compréhension, devrait étre choisi 
comme président. Des statistiques 
devraient lui étre fournies, ainsi 
qu’aux membres du comité, démon- 
trant la pénurie de gardes-malades 
dans les divers domaines et les moy- 
ens employés pour y obvier. Plus per- 
tinente sera l'information donnée aux 
membres du comité, mieux ils seront 
préparés a remplir leur réle respectif. 
Les membres de ce comité devraient 
étre au courant des exigences person- 
nelles et éducationnelles d’admission 
a Vécole de gardes-malades, de la 
durée des cours, du coit de l’éduca- 
tion en nursing et des occasions offer- 
tes d’obtenir des bourses. 

Fonctions du comité de V'hopital: 
— La premiére fonction du comité de 
l’hdpital est d’acquérir des informa- 
tions spécifiques essentielles au pro- 
gramme du recrutement. 

La deuxiéme fonction est de s’as- 
surer les services d’orateurs bien en- 
trainés et versés dans le sujet du re- 
crutement. Plusieurs genres peuvent 
étre utilisés avec avantage, tels que 
membres de ta faculté et étudiantes 
gardes-malades ayant une personna- 
lité attrayante, le sens de l’humor, 
aimant leur profession et désirant la 
faire apprécier par d’autres. 

La troisiéme fonction est d’organi- 
ser des “thés.” Dans un vivoir at- 
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trayant des éléves d’écoles secondaires 
pourraient étre invitées pour discuter 
les avantages du nursing et rencontrer 
les membres de la faculté de l’école 
de gardes-malades. 

La quatriéme fonction est d’organi- 
ser des visites a travers l’hépital, pour 
le “Jour National des H6épitaux,” ie 
12 mai. Un théme différent peut étre 
employé chaque année. Ces visites ont 
plus d’effet dans l’aprés-midi qu’en 
aucun autre temps. , 

S’assurer la coopération de divers 
groupes: — La cinquiéme fonction est 
de s’assurer la coopération de divers 
groupes: membres du bureau de di- 
rection ou syndics, membres du per- 
sonnel médical, représentants de dif- 
férentes organisations, associations 
d’Amicalistes, associations de Dames 
Patronesses, etc. 

La sixiéme fonction est de distri- 
buer des blancs d’application et du 
matériel informatif s’y rapportant. 

Campagnes de recrutement dans les 
écoles: — Puisque nous recrutons nos 
étudiantes gardes-malades des écoles 
secondaires, des académies et des col- 
léges, il est essentiel d’avoir un repré- 
sentant de chaque groupe dans le co- 
mité de recrutement. 

Il faudra d’abord former des 
comités de directeurs, de membres 
des Associations Parents-Instituteurs. 
“L’union fait la force” et Dieu bénira 
nos efforts s’il y a bonne volonté et 
coopération de la part de tous ceux 
qui sont concernés dans le recrute- 
ment. 

Deuxiemement, il faudra organiser 
des démonstrations dans les écoles. 
Nous avons déja mentioné le genre 
d’orateurs nécessaires a la réussite de 
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tels programmes, nous devons aussi 
attirer l'attention sur l’importance des 
aides audio-visuelles. 

S’assurer l'aide des comités confes- 
sionnels: — Troup souvent, les chefs 
d’Eglise n’ont pas été priés de nous 
aider dans les campagnes de recrute- 
ment. Si nous leur présentons nos 
problemes ils se préteront a nous 
aider. A part les parents, nul nest 
plus intéressé dans les 4mes des en- 
fants que le pasteur de son troupeau 
1.— Dans l'Eglise catholique il est 
nécessaire de s’adresser 4 la Chancel- 
lerie. Il faut obtenir permission de 
lévéque diocésain pour n‘importe 
quelle sorte de campagne dans les 
écoles catholiques; ceci comprend le 
recrutement des étudiantes. 2. — On 
pourra atteindre les Eglises protestan- 
tes par l’Association des Ministres. 
3.— Les Synagogues juives peuvent 
étre approchées par l’entremise des 
rabbins. 

Rapports avec clubs et organisa- 
tions: —Le méme groupe d’orateurs 
employé dans les écoles secondaires 
peut étre employé avec avantage aux 
réunions de clubs. La aussi, les aides 
visuelles produiront des résultats sur- 
prenants. Ces contacts seront un 
moyen d’intéresser professionnels et 
industriels 4 souscrire des fonds pour 
bourses en faveur des étudiantes in- 
capables de défrayer les dépenses 
d’un cours de trois ou de cing ans. 

Organiser des comités de publicité: 
— Le comité de publicité embrasse a 
la fois la radio et la presse, l'une et 
l'autre étant également importantes 
dans notre campagne. 


ll. COOPERATION 

Une coopération étroite entre tous 
les groupes ci-dessus mentionnés est 
essentielle si le comité veut réussir un 
programme constructif et progressil 
de recrutement d’étudiantes gardes- 
malades. On doit s’efforcer d’obtenit 
le concours du maire de la ville, parce 
qu'il peut jouer un role important

more effective than at any other time 
of the day. 


Securing Group Co-operation 

The fifth function is to secure 
group co-operation—this is ex- 
tremely important. If the recruitment 
program is to have any real degree 
of success, we must first convince 
our immediate associates in the hos- 
pital of our needs. In order to do 
this we must have not only the above 
mentioned information but also pa- 
tience, courage and determination. 

(1) The Board of Directors or 
Trustees. These of necessity must 
head the list because they are the 
ones who will have to support the 
recruitment program from every 
angle. They must be made aware of 
the acute shortage of nurses both on 
a national and local level and their 
responsibility in helping to secure 
them. A successful program depends 
to a large extent upon the type of 
board you have. If the members have 
the welfare of the hospital at heart 
and are alert, conscientious, respon- 
sible men, willing to support the hos- 
pital administrator, director of nurses 
and recruitment chairman — your 
program will be a success. Without 
the co-operation of the board, little 
can be accomplished. Conscientious 
men can assist in arranging news re- 
leases, building programs, computing 
statistics and scholarship fund cam- 
paigns. Disinterested men only im- 
pede progress and they are better off 
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serving in another capacity, rather 
than in the important civic and hu- 
mane role a real trustee may play. 

(2) Staff Members are second on 
the list and they must be thoroughly 
convinced that their patients are the 
the ones who will suffer unless stu- 
dents are recruited to care for them. 
Nursing school brochures, bulletins 
and recruitment pamphlets should be 
available in doctors’ offices. Staff 
members have a golden opportunity 
daily to make known to patients, 
their relatives and friends, the urgent 
need for nurses. Doctors must sup- 
port the campaign if they want com- 
petently trained nurses to assist them 
in their great work of ministering 
to God’s sick and suffering humanity. 
They can assist financially by offering 
complete or partial scholarships to 
worthy students. 


Outside Group Co-operation 

(3) On October 28, 1947, the 
Woman’s Auxiliary to the Camden 
County Medical Society sponsored a 
meeting on “Nurse Recruitment.” 
Representatives from twenty-five dif- 
ferent organizations were present. 
Efforts such as these are indeed 
praiseworthy, and a complete account 
of the noble enterprise was sent to 
the American Hospital Association 
for national distribution. Thousands 
of students could be recruited to fill 
the vacancies in our schools of nurs- 
ing, if every society in the United 
States would follow the example of 
the Woman’s Auxiliary to the Cam-

den Medical Society. Recruitment on 
a local level is what is desperately 
needed today. A mass meeting of the 
“key people” in a community such 
as the one held by this society is 
indeed a step forward in the right 
direction and is to be highly com- 
mended. 

(4) Alumnae Associations. Gradu- 
ate nurses have a very definite re- 
sponsibility in recruiting student 
nurses. If they are loyal alumnae 
members, they will do everything in 
their power to fulfill their obligations. 
Needless to say, hospital authorities 
must give them every reason to be 
proud of their alma mater. A disloyal 
alumna member can cause more 
harm to a recruitment program than 
a hundred laymen. This has been 
demonstrated. 

(5) The Ladies Aid. Members of 
the Ladies Aid can and do wield a 
tremendous weight in a community. 
Many a friend has been won to our 
cause over a bridge table and while 
making hospital dressings. Many a 
scholarship has been received through 
the kind solicitude of the Ladies Aid. 
In a number of communities, the 
extra-professional activities program 
is sponsored entirely by the Ladies 
Aid. Bridge, dramatics, music, public 
speaking, etc. can all be made pos- 
sible through the united efforts of 
sincere, eager-to-serve members of the 
Ladies Aid. 

(6) The sixth function of the hos- 
pital committee is the distribution 
of applications and relevant material. 
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This is very important and can be 
handled efficiently through the pub- 
licity committee. More will be said 
about this under Group V. 


Recruitment Drives in Schools 

Since we recruit our students from 
secondary schools, academies and 
colleges it is essential to have a repre- 
sentative from each group on the 
recruitment committee. 

The first step is to form committees 
of principals, guidance directors and 
Parent-Teacher Associations. At the 
very beginning of the school year a 
meeting should be held and an 
itinerary should be made out that is 
agreeable to all concerned. High 
school officials are often harassed with 
demands for visits from all types 
of vocations and avocations. They 
want to be fair to all, so in many 
localities a ““vocation-week” has been 
established. This is a splendid idea, 
but nursing representatives need more 
than one week to cover all the major 
high schools in a given district. In 
order to facilitate matters, visits can 
be arranged whereby all nursing 


schools can be represented on one 
program. This is what we are doing 
in District No. 3 N. J. State Nurses 


Association. 

“In unity there is strength’ and 
God’s blessing will be upon our en- 
deavors if we are tolerant. Clean com- 
petition is good for us as it keeps 
us up and doing, but unhealthy 
rivalry between hospitals and schools 
of nursing bespeaks intolerance and 
should be frowned upon as it only 
breeds bitterness and discontent in 
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a community. Unless there is a feel- 
ing of good will and close co-opera- 
tion of all parties concerned with 
recruitment, there can be no success. 
That is why we in District No. 3 
decided to use the President's idea 
of “Early American Heritage” as our 
theme for 1947-1948 recruitment 
drive for nurses. Our aim is to bring 
back with God’s help, the spirit of 
unselfishness, courage and love that 
animated the early American pioneer, 
because his was the spirit that 
motivated the great leaders of 
Europe, St. Francis of Assisi, St. 
Vincent de Paul, Theodore Fleidner 


of Kaiserworth, Elizabeth Fry, Flor-~ 


ence Nightingale and hundreds of 
others. This is the spirit that must 
be brought back if nursing is to sur- 
vive. Youth still looks for ideals and 
if we cannot hold these ideals before 
them, they will be lost to our cause. 


Arranging School Programs 

The second step is to arrange 
school programs. Since we have al- 
ready mentioned the type of a 
speaker needed for a successful pro- 
gram, we will direct our attention to 
the important functions of audio- 
visual aids. Two pictures we might 
suggest to you are: “R.N. Serving 
All Mankind” which may be secured 
from the Burton Holmes Film Co., 
7510 N. Ashland Ave., Chicago, Illi- 
nois, priced at $43, and “You're the 
Doctor” which may be secured from 
the American Hospital Association, 18 
E. Division Street, Chicago 10, Illi- 
nois, and is priced at $35. Our own 
History of Nursing slides have also

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been used to advantage. 

In order to carry out our theme 
of Early American Heritage, we de- 
cided to use a group of students from 
each of the three hospitals and call 
them the “denim and calico” nurses 
The students appear on the stage 
first in full uniform and sing the 
“Nurses Creed.”’ The contrast in uni- 
forms is very effective. While the stu- 
dents are changing into costumes, we 
show one of the pictures mentioned 
and follow that with a short talk on 
the recruitment of student nurses. 
The students then reappear and pre- 
sent a program of folk dances by 
the St. Francis’ nurses and a few 
folk songs by the Mercer and Mc- 
Kinley nurses. The group also appears 
with “Fred the Fiddler” of WTTM 
on his personal appearance tour. In 
this way, we are in a position to 
reach hundreds of people from all 
walks of life. The results have been 
most satisfactory and we have not 
only made many new friends along 
the way but also have planted the 
seed of thought in the minds of the 
younger members of the audience 


Securing the Help of Church 
Committees 

In too many instances, church 
leaders have not been asked to assist 
in recruitment campaigns. The only 
information they have received con- 
cerning the acute shortage of nurses 
has been over the radio or through 
the press. Next to parents, no one 
is more interested in the 
children than the pastor of his flock. 
If we bring our problems before these

leaders and facts and figures to work 
on — rest assured they, in turn, will 
give their whole-hearted support to 
the recruitment program. Your com- 
mittee is not complete without an 
outstanding Catholic, Protestant and 
Jewish leader. 

1. In contacting the Catholic 
Church it is necessary to go through 
the Chancery Office. Permission must 
be secured from the bishop of the 
diocese to put on any kind of cam- 
paign in Catholic schools, and this 
includes student recruitment. Visits 
to the secondary schools can usually 
be arranged through the secretary of 
education, likewise permission to have 
the school children sell tags on “Tag 
Day” for the scholarship fund. Many 
Catholic organizations have stated 
their willingness to help us in various 
ways, among which were the Blessed 
Virgin Mary Sodality, the National 
Catholic Council of Women, and the 
Catholic Daughters of America. 

2. The Protestant Churches can 
best be reached through the Minister- 
ial Association; at least, that has 
been our experience. In one com- 
munity, a senior nurse, well trained 
in public speaking and well versed 
in the subject of recruitment, ap- 
peared before a meeting of seventy- 
two ministers. The little lady in blue 
and white knew the necessary answers 
and she went before these men with 
confidence in herself and in her pro- 
fession. She had all the Christ-like 
qualities a good nurse should have 
and she has won every minister in

the room. The result was that they 
returned to their individual churches 
and supported our cause. They helped 
us fill our classes and gave several 
complete and partial scholarships to 
deserving students. The Y.M.C.A. 
and the Y.W.C.A. cannot be over- 
looked in this program. They have 
offered their facilities in many in- 
stances to schools of nursing that are 
not well equipped for extra-profes- 
sional activities; swimming is won- 
derful exercise and practically every 
“Y” has a pool. Other sports can be 
had, too, if your needs are brought 
before these groups. 

3. The Jewish Synagogues can 
be approached through the Jewish 
rabbis. These men are always willing 
to co-operate once your program is 
made known to them. You can count 
on their own personal support as well 
as that of all Jewish organizations. 
Their members have been active on 
our committee and have given gen- 
erously to the scholarship fund. They 
have offered their cars and drivers to 
transport our speakers to schools, 
clubs, and elsewhere. We could not 
manage without the help of this 
splendid group. 


Contacting Clubs and 
Organizations 
The three functions mentioned are 
closely bound together. The same 
group of speakers for high schools 
can also be used to advantage at 
club meetings. The same type of 
visual aids can also be used with 


surprising results. The members of 
these organizations who are in many 
instances the leaders of business and 
professional organizations, have a 
tremendous influence in a community, 
and we need their help. It is our job 
to convince these men and women 
in a business-like manner, that they 
too, have a responsibility in advanc- 
ing the recruitment program. Hos- 
pitals are considered America’s fifth 
largest industry — that fact cannot 
and should not be overlooked. It is 
a challenge to win big business repre- 
sentatives, but once you have suc- 
ceeded, your recruitment program 
will undoubtedly be a success, be- 
cause they are able to serve in many 
different capacities. Complete and 
partial scholarships can often be se- 
cured from clubs and organizations, 
as well as from individual members 

The third function is to secure 
support for raising money for the 
scholarship fund and needs a few 
words of explanation, since we have 
mentioned “scholarships” purposely 
under practically every other com- 
mittee. After the war was over, the 
Cadet corps ceased to sponsor an) 
more students in large groups. The 
result has been that hundreds of de- 
serving girls who wanted to make 
nursing their career were unable to 
pay for a three- or five-year course 
Several requests came in for scholar- 
ships so in District No. 3 it was de- 


‘ cided to have a “Tag Day” program 


and over $2,000.00 was raised in one 
day. The result was that eight 
splendid students received full three- 
year scholarships and they are a 
credit to our institutions. This yea: 
we hope to raise at least $4,000.00 be- 
cause we want to recruit over one 
hundred forty students in 1948 for 
the three hospitals in our district. 


Organizing Publicity Committees 

The publicity committee you will 
notice has been divided into “Radio 
and “Press.” We need both in ou: 
campaign for nurses, one being just 
as important as the other. 

Arrangements can be made for 
“spot” announcements either on 
national or local level. These an- 
nouncements can be secured from the 
American Hospital Association or the 
Nursing Information Bureau on a 
national level and from the publicity 
chairman on a local level. We have 
always found the program director 
to be most co-operative and eager to 
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render a public service of this type. 

Special radio programs can also 
be arranged provided the radio sta- 
tion is given sufficient notice. Human 
interest stories can be effectively re- 
lated by doctors, nurses and hospital 
associates. Expansion building cam- 
paigns can be effectively presented 
from a businessman’s standpoint by 
men and women active in business 
and professional organizations. 

Radio skits are available through 
the American Hospital Association, 
which includes our own “Where are 
the Nurses?” This was a fifteen min- 
ute skit presented last year over 
WTTM station by members of 
the St. Francis Thespian Guild and 
the Black Friars Guild, both of 
Trenton, N. J. Recordings were made 
beth for radio transcription and 
phonograph use. Copies may be ob- 
tained from Barlow’s Music Store, 
223 East State Street, Trenton, New 
Jersey for about $7.50. 

The press is a mighty organization 
and is absolutely essential to us if 
we are to achieve success. All press 
releases should be made through the 
proper channels—this makes for 
efficiency and avoids confusion. Pub- 
licity is a must and good public re- 
lations can be established definitely 
through the medium of the press. 
“The picture tells the story” adage 
can certainly be used to tell about 
our plight. Real human _ interest 
stories are always acceptable, also 
pictures of new equipment being used 
in hospitals for the benefit of the 
public. Pictures of members of the 
recruitment committee “in action” 
can be used to advantage. Every 
avenue should be explored and 
brought before the public through the 
press. 

ll. COOPERATION 

Close co-operation of all the above 
named groups is absolutely essential 
if the committee is to achieve suc- 
cess in carrying out a constructive, 
progressive student nurse recruitment 
program. It is up to the committee 
to create good public relations 
through group co-operation. The help 
of the mayor of the town should be 
enlisted. He can play an important 
role in getting the program under 
way by issuing a formal proclamation 
requesting community support of the 
recruitment drive. This type of action 
is newsworthy. Local papers will al- 
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most always publish a story about 
it; a picture showing the mayor sign- 
ing the proclamation with the general 
chairman and other members of the 
committee means more publicity. 

Local radio stations may also pick 
up the mayor’s proclamation for use 
on one of their many news broad- 
casts. The press and radio stations 
have been most co-operative in the 
campaign for nurses. 

Another public official who can be 
of considerable help to the program 
is the governor of the state. He will 
undoubtedly be pleased to endorse 
the campaign and give all the co- 
operation needed to launch a suc- 
cessful program. 

Local merchants through the 
National Advertising Council will co- 
operate wholeheartedly with the com- 
mittee by giving window space for 
exhibits and posters depicting the 
need for nurses. They will also spon- 
sor scholarships for needy students. 
Many merchants have stated their 
wilingness to serve on the speakers’ 
bureau and transport other speakers 
on recruitment tours. 


il. HARD WORK 

One can have the best organization 
for recruitment and close co-operation 
of all groups concerned but — it takes 
hard work to put the program into 
effect. It takes dynamic energy, tact 
and patience to win everyone to your 
cause. “Brains and brawn” are both 
essential in order to increase the per- 
centage of applicants. In communities 
where a constructive progressive stu- 
dent recruitment program is in opera- 
tion the percentage has risen from 40 
to 80 and in some localities, even 
higher. 

SUMMARY 

Through good organization, the 
constant co-operation of all these 
groups and hard work, students are 
bound to come into our schools of 
nursing. However, our job of recruit- 
ment is not over — in fact, it is just 
the beginning for those of us who are 
actively engaged in hospital work. 
These young girls, full of ambition 
and eager to serve the sick in our hos- 
pitals must be guided and directed in 
order to keep alive the enthusiasm 
needed for reaching the goal. This is 
a sacred trust. 

They can readily observe whether 
or not we are living up to the prom- 





ises we made to them in our respec- 
tive bulletins, in regard to well- 
planned classes, good clean wholesome 
recreation, a good guidance program, 
a well-regulated health program, and 
nourishing food, as well as well- 
equipped laboratories and libraries, 
supervised study periods, well-pre- 
pared instructors, and clinical super- 
visors, a forty-eight-hour-a-week 
schedule, and educational tours. 

Yes, if we live up to all we promise 
in our bulletins, and if we possess 
those priceless qualities students look 
for in us, charity, justice, patience 
and impartiality, we will not need a 
recruitment program, for we will have 
made students proud of their school. 
and graduates loyal to their alma 
mater. Parents, relatives, doctors and 
their associates will be eager to 
recommend our respective nursing 
schools to the young nurses of tomor- 
row, the women who will carry on the 
noble work of administering to God's 
sick and suffering humanity. 
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The Administrator's Viewpoint 


Notes on Public Relations 
E. UW. Bluestone, UP. 


BY UNQUESTIONABLE right, 
any hospital which is blessed with 
good internal relations, should be re- 
warded with good external relations. 
As the financiers tell us, the basis of 
credit is character and the hospital’s 
credit in the community should 
depend on its character. This would, 
however, follow only if it were liter- 
ally true that “virtue is its own re- 
ward.” The world that we live in is a 
busy world with a number of, pre- 
occupied segments. It is, moreover, a 
world which is suffering from a case 
of post-war confusion. Competition 
for the attention of the public eye and 
ear is keener than ever. The hospital 
must remain level headed as it serves 
the sick, while gently calling atten- 
tion to its rights in the matter of the 
wherewithal of existence. The hospital 
which deserves public support and 
even acclaim, is apt to hide its light 
under a bushel if it does not find a 
way, consistent with the strict re- 
quirements of law and equity, to pub- 
licize good deeds which might or 
might not be known otherwise. 


The Need for a Public Relations 
Program 

In self-defense, if for no other 
reason, hospitals must take the public 
into their confidence, but the need for 
funds by itself should not be the sole 
motive for the establishment of a 
good public relations program. Such a 
program will, indeed, be required even 
if the state will take over the last of 
our charitable institutions. We must 
plan the program with multiple ob- 
jectives in view but primarily as an 
educational activity. It must there- 
fore be informative and truthful down 
to the last figure in the financial ac- 
counting. Operating deficits often 
motivate the annual report when ama- 
teur public relations experts are at 
work, but an appeal of this kind is 
limited in value and must be repeated 
almost verbatim from year to year. 
Hospitals need more than a handout, 
and philanthropy, on the other hand, 
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should seek a good return on its 
investment. 

So much has been said on the sub- 
ject during the last decade, in which 
the specialty of public relations has 
come to the fore, that very little need 
be added at this time. I have there- 
fore chosen to discuss the problem 
from a somewhat different psycholog- 
ical angle, with an eye toward the de- 
veloping specialty of social medicine, 
which is exerting such a profound in- 
fluence on hospital life these days and 
with which the public is not yet quite 
familiar. If you will permit me to de- 
fine social medicine as the specialty 
which unites all of the other special- 
ties for the benefit of the sick and the 
near sick, you will grasp my meaning 
better. Instead of the disciplines and 
the techniques of publicity, let us 
look at the emotion of fear as a social 
pressure in hospitals and we shall 
better understand the driving force 
behind a good public relations pro- 
gram carried out in their behalf. 


Problems of the Trustee 

Take the trustee, for example. If 
his heart as well as his head is in 
the right place, he must be exposed 
to a number of fears. In a general 
way, these fears can be classified 
broadly under four headings. He al- 
most never has enough money to run 
his hospital, even after all forms of 
waste are eliminated, particularly in 
an inflationary period and in a period 
of costly medical progress. The spread 
between non-government income on 
the one hand, and expenditure on the 
other, has become wider of late and 
it is disturbing him. If the question 
were put to any hospital executive, 
I am sure he would agree that this 
is a major fear on the part of his 
superiors and, moreover, that it exerts 
a harrassing influence on his own 
day-to-day budgetary work. That a 
good public relations service can do 
much to relieve this fear goes without 
saying, because the major by-product 
of a good public relations program

is the stimulation of contributions to 
run the institution. The hospital ex- 
ecutive rests more easily at night 
when he knows that his public rela- 
tions program is active and pro- 
ductive. His stake in it is firmly 
established. 

The second major fear on the part 
of the trustee is the shortage of space 
in which to carry on hospital activ- 
ities these days. This refers to the 
availability of beds, in sufficient num- 
bers, and even more to all of the 
expanding services which surround 
these beds. We need twice as many 
cubic feet of space for the bed and 
its ancillary services these days than 
we needed when the late war broke 
out, and this is costly in construction 
and in maintenance, particularly dur- 
ing an inflationary period. The spread 
between service space and the actual 
space occupied by the bed has be- 
come so great that every high-quality 
hospital, and many other hospitals, 
are complaining about the congestion 
in which the staff must serve the 
patient. Some hospitals are bursting 
at the seams and find themselves in 
a dilemma because when they replace 
bed space by service space, the con- 
version is too costly to bear. This 
space phenomenon is only beginning 
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to dawn on the public and a good 
public relations program can do much 
to explain matters to it. 


Home-Care Program 

By way of illustration, I can tell 
you, in passing, of the extra-mural 
home-care program which we es- 
tablished on an experimental basis 
a year ago. The purpose of this pro- 
gram was to add beds to our hospital 
which cost nothing to acquire and 
only one fourth of the hospital cost 
to maintain. The individualization of 
medical care, which this program per- 
mits, has become a powerful instru- 
ment in the hands of the public 
relations officer, with the result that 
this demonstration project has taken 
hold and is spreading. Hospital beds 
can be used more intensively than 
ever in the presence of such a pro- 
gram and some of them can more 
readily be sacrificed to provide much 
needed space. That this will relieve 
the trustee somewhat of his first 
major fear — lack of funds — and to 
some extent of his second major fear 
—lack of space —is clear enough. 
When you solve one major problem 
in the hospital you often solve a 
number of minor problems at the 
same time. The establishment of our 
extra-mural program has had this 
desirable effect and what I say here 
for the home-care program is even 
more true of our pioneering program 
for the care of the long-term patient. 
Solve the problem of the long-term 
patient and a great many hospital 
problems are solved at the same time. 
The hospital which is geared scientifi- 
cally to the care of the difficult and 
complicated long-term patient and 
has, in addition, a home-care pro- 
gram, need have fewer worries about 
the short-term patient and even fewer 
worries about the shortage of institu- 
tional beds. 

The third major fear of the hospital 
trustee belongs in the realm of polit- 
ical economy. If we are to continue 
with a shortage of beds and a short- 
age of philanthropic funds, govern- 
ment will have to take over in some 
form of state medicine. Though this 
aspect of the matter is not often dis- 
cussed in public, it is on the mind 
of every thoughtful trustee. We can 
overcome this fear only by making 
the voluntary system work and one 
of the ways of making it work is 
through the help of the public re- 
lations officer. 
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Public Relations Valve Illustrated 

A carefully planned educational 
program for the community, in which 
the hospital serves as protagonist for 
the cause, can only bring good in its 
trail. As I write these lines, a dra- 
matic illustration of the point has 
come to a close. An important vol- 
untary hospital in my community, on 
the edge of bankruptcy because of 
the inadequacy of philanthropic 
funds, was about to go over to the 
Department of Hospitals of the City 
of New York for continuance under 
city auspices, when the public rela- 
tions officer stepped in and brought it 
to the attention of the people on the 
front page. The response was prompt 
and generous and the hospital is now 
able to continue as the voluntary 
agency that it should be. 

The fourth major fear of the hos- 
pital trustee is seldom, if ever, dis- 
cussed in public, but I can tell you 
that if it does not dominate his 
activities in the hospital, he is un- 
worthy of the position of trustee 
which the designation implies. I have 
often said that the greatest single 
task of the hospital executive is the 
prevention of malpractice in his hos- 
pital. If any of you doubt the justi- 
fication for this remark I would only 
ask you to look around in your own 
hospitals with your eyes wide open. 
The opportunities for aggravating an 
illness, and even destroying the 
chances for its relief or cure are so 
numerous that there is scarcely one 
of us who would entrust a loved one 
to a hospital without careful super-

vision to make absolutely sure about 
his comfort and his safety. It can 
scarcely be otherwise in any large 
institution, where the personnel may 
become reconciled to suffering be- 
cause the hospital must dispose of a 
great many human problems in the 
course of the day. Unkindness to a 
patient can have serious consequences 
for the hospital, out of all proportion 
to the offense, because a sick man is 
involved. Situations like these open 
up a wide area of activity within the 
hospital, over which the trustee must 
preside with the greatest amount of 
insight and understanding. If the 
process of internal education is effec- 
tive, the trustee need have no fear 
about the reaction in the community 
when a public relations program is 
committed to a statement of the 
truth. 


Focus of Program: The Patient 

At a central point in the scheme 
of organization is the patient, whom 
the trustee must serve. For the hos- 
pital patient, freedom from fear is 
the most important of the four free- 
doms. His fear does, indeed, begin 
long before he enters the hospital. 
To most people, the thought of en- 
tering a hospital is unpleasant, to 
put the matter mildly. This fear is 
too often aggravated on his arrival 
in the hospital as a sick man, as well 
as during the course of his stay there, 
and can be dealt with most effectively 
only by a combination of external 
and internal educational programs. 
The hospital should be what it was 
planned to be, a friendly court of 
last resort. After the medical re- 
sources in the home are exhausted, 
the patient comes to the hospital for 
the high grade of scientific care which 
it alone can give. Since the hospital 
seems to him to be peopled by a 
uniformed group of forbidding per- 
sonalities, no matter how warmly hu- 
man they may try to be, and in whose 
hands the Almighty has placed many 
sharp instruments, the sick man is 
justified in his fear. It is in this area 
that the public relations officer has 
his most challenging opportunity. It 
is, in fact, the acid test of his useful- 
ness. If, with proper help, he can 
relieve the patient of his fear, he can 
solve a great many hospital problems 
at one stroke, and the financial prob- 
lem is not the least of them. 

For the patient who must abandon 
the comforts and the intimacies of 
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his home to seek admission in a 
hospital, especially in the wards of 
a hospital and especially in a public 
hospital, there are many justifications 
for his fears. The hospital is new to 
him, because it has been neglectful 
of his interests at a time when it 
could have been of great help to him 
as well as to itself. He is confronted 
with strangers who may or may not 
serve the purposes of the public rela- 
tions officer intelligently. He may be, 
wittingly or unwittingly, subjected 
to pain and discomfort and perhaps 
to the danger of death. The patient 
has reason to fear the loss of his 
identity, particularly when he comes 
to be known as a bed number. The 
more intelligent among such patients 
are fearful of mistakes—- what we 
know, broadly speaking, as malprac- 
tice. Furthermore, a patient too often 
sacrifices his privacy, which means 
that additional psychosomatic factors 
are released to hamper the cure. The 
wise man who enters a hospital sees 
to it that his last will and testament 
is in order, but this precaution should 
only be a response to the old com- 
mand “Pray to God but keep your 
powder dry” or, to use a modern ex- 
pression, “Praise the Lord and pass 
the ammunition.”’ He should do it 
not in fear and trepidation but with 
full confidence that the hospital will 
restore his health to him, if this can 
humanly be done. 


Approaching the Visitor 

The visitor to the hospital, too, is 
beset with fears when his senses are 
assailed by many of the character- 
istics of a medical environment, yet 
it is the considerate and generous 
visitor to the hospital who has been 
its greatest financial benefactor in the 
past. It is to him that the public 
relations officer should turn with the 
most intelligent kind of approach, so 
that he will not only see but under- 
stand and appreciate the unpleasant 
things which the hospital must do 
in order to win a victory for each 
patient. Losing a battle in order to 
win a war is a form of strategy which 
is known to every doctor and every 
hospital. It ought to be better known 
to the public. The surgical operation 
can often best be explained in this 
way. No one but a sadist can possibly 
enjoy the use of a knife on his fellow- 
man. The only pleasure which he may 


derive from the experience lies in the 
knowledge that the subject of his 
surgery is going to get well as a result 
of his efforts. 

From all of this it follows that no 
hospital can survive in the hearts of 
those whom it must serve, without 
giving the specialized public relations 
officer the opportunity which the divi- 
sion of labor in a large hospital now 
requires. The physician and the sur- 
geon working in the modern hospital 
can publicize their efforts in scientific 
publications so that their colleagues 
may learn and benefit from their ex- 
perience. They can experiment within 
reason and bring forth new and better 
methods of achieving comfort, cure, 
and rehabilitation but they cannot, 
except indirectly, come before the 
public for the purpose of dispelling 
the numerous fears which surround 
everyone in the hospital, whether it 
be the patient or those who are ap- 
pointed or elected to serve him. This 
obligation becomes a highly special- 
ized procedure in which the public 
relations officer plays a vital role. If 
he is successful, the fears of the 
governing authorities, their agents on 
the staff, and the patients whom they 
all serve, can be dispelled. In a 
tangible way he can educate the com- 
munity to contribute the necessary 
funds to take care of the sick, and 
he can make the hospital a far more 
acceptable place for the sick man 
than it has thus far been. That such 
an administrative department head 
within the hospital should possess an 
extraordinary amount of intelligence, 
discrimination, tact, and willingness 
to learn the jargon of the institution, 
is beyond all doubt. His selection may 
very well prove to be the test of ex- 
ecutive strength, and his budgetary 
support by the authorities may very 
well establish the seriousness with 
which the trustee serves his clientele. 


Conclusion 

A good public relations program 
does away forever with the aloofness 
of any hospital from the community 
which surrounds it. No hospital can 
stand alone amid the social com- 
plexities of this universe and no one 
is better prepared than the trained 
public relations officer to establish 
the place of the hospital among the 
facilities to which the citizens of a 
community can resort in time of 


trouble. Just as education is a limit- 
less activity which goes on from gen- 
eration to generation and from age to 
age, so is the public relations obliga- 
tion of the hospital. With such a 
program, the philanthropic hospital 
can hope to survive. Without it we 
shall invite the state to step in and 
try its luck where we have failed.

A.M.A, ISSUES WARNING ON 

CONTAMINATED SOLUTIONS 

In an editorial in The Journal of the 
American Medical Association of May 
1, and additional information furnished 
by the A.M.A., a warning is issued 
against the use of contaminated solu- 
tions manufactured by Cutter Labora- 
tories. Berkeley, Calif. Two and possibl) 
four deaths occurred in Miami, Fla.: 
Lexington and Louisville, Ky., following 
administration of Cutter’s dextrose and 
saline bearing code number CM 8164 
and at least eight other serious reactions 
were reported. It was subsequently 
found that Cutter’s dextrose 10 per cent 
in ringers was also contaminated. Hos- 
pitals are cautioned against using any 
Cutter solutions until the contamination 
has been eliminated. 


A STATEMENT FROM CUTTER 
LABORATORIES 

“To allay public apprehension that an 
injection from the lot of contaminated 
5 per cent Dextrose in Saline Solution 
CM-8164 may still be unwittingly ad- 
ministered, Cutter Laboratories an- 
nounced that they are requesting all 
hospitals to return all Cutter 5 per cent 
Dextrose in Saline Solution which they 
may have on hand, regardless of serial 
number. 

“This unfortunate occurrence empha- 
sizes the need for making certain that 
the standard hospital procedure is always 
followed — inspection by a competent 
technician, under good light, of any in- 
travenous solution before injection. 

“The history of contaminated Lot 
CM-8164 is as follows: Before release :t 
had passed chemical, bacteriological, and 
physiological tests. When the question of 
possible contamination arose, samples of 
this lot retained as a standard procedure 
were again tested and again passed, as 
did flasks retested from cases still un- 
shipped from the laboratories’ Berkeley 
warehouse. However, some of the flasks 
from this lot returned from hospitals 
proved heavily contaminated although 
others were clear and proved safe on 
retest. The reason for the contamination 
is as yet unknown. Cutter technicians in 
co-operation with federal and state food 
and drug experts are continuing a search- 
ing investigation to determine the cause.”

Au début de cette étude qui trai- 
tera de l’adaptation nécessaire pour 
remplir, la tache acceptée, elle est 
invitée 4 regarder en elle-méme, avec 
toute la loyauté dont elle est capable, 
pour constater ce qui lui manque, vu 
l’ensemble des connaissances exigées. 
Cette somme de savoir ne peut étre 
acquise, — qu’elle en demeure per- 
suadée, — qu’au prix d’études sérieu- 
ses poursuivies sans deéfaillance, et 
avec un sentiment profond de gratité 
du devoir d’état, en regard duquel 
tout manquement tel que; lassitude 
dans la surveillance du service confié, 
oubli d’une consigne, erreur dans l’ap- 
plication d’une ordonnance, manque 
d’asepsie dans une stérilisation, dé- 
clanche une erreur préjudiciable au 
traitement, et peut causer une aggra- 
vation susceptible de provoquer, dans 
ses conséquences directes, mort 
d’homme. 

C’est pourquoi il faut que l’intel- 
ligence s’applique 4 comprendre la 
nécessité de la formation qu’on s’at- 
tache a lui donner; il faut qu’elle se 
rende compte du pourquoi de soins en 
apparence secondaires, des disciplines 
ne tolérant aucune négligence; il faut 
qu’elle réalise les répercussions des 
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omissions sévérement blamées, autant 
d’exigences dont l’urgence échappe a 
certains sujets insuffisamment formés. 
En tant qu’infirmiére catholique, 
recevant son mandat comme venant 
du Christ; ayant la volonté de le 
remplir consciencieusement, simple- 
ment, du meilleur de son coeur. Parce 
que chrétienne, elle sait que c’est la 
lumiére divine qui éclairera les téné- 
bres de son intelligence si pauvre 
lorsque’elle est aux prises avec la 
beauté de la mission; ayant la sainte 
fierté d’avoir été du nombre des 
“choisies” appelées a faire partie de 
la grande croisade destinée a faire 
l’assaut du mal de souffrance. 


b) La formation de la volonté 

Les moyens de former la volonté a 
l’action personnelle sont nombreux. II 
y a le travail, effort sérieux et con- 
stant de chaque jour, qui exerce les 
facultés morales comme les facultés 
intellectuelles. 

Un second moyen est la discipline. 
Elle donne des habitudes d’ordre, de 
respect et de soumission, habitudes 
les plus précieuses pour la fécondité 
et le bonheur de la vie d’infirmiére. 
Enfin il y a les sacrifices et les abné- 
gations de toute nature. II faut habi- 
tuer l’infirmiére 4 s’oublier, 4 se re- 
noncer. La vie quotidienne aménera 
les heures pénibles des tentations, des 
difficultés, des souffrances, des épreu- 
ves de toutes sortes: l’4me devra lut- 


ter et vaincre, parfois au prix d’efforts 
héroiques, car quand le devoir le de- 
mande, l’héroisme est d’obligation. 

La vie quotidienne est constituée, 
en effet, par une suite d’actes se suc- 
cédant l’un l’autre, s’entre-mélant en 
leurs buts, variés a l’infini; actes, 
dont la plupart minimes, se réalisant 
par le geste qui donne a boire, ou qui 
souléve Voreiller ,ou qui devine la 
crampe exigeant le changement de 
position pouvant donner au membre 
blessé le soulagement désiré; ou qui 
protégera le malade contre le rayon 
de soleil qui incommode; geste qui 
recouvre celui qui frisonne de fiévre 
ou soulage celui qui a trop chaud; 
geste qui corrige tout ce qui est cause 
de géne, de lassitude; geste qui aidera 
le malade affaibli a boire ou a se 
nourrir sans faire la tache qui lui 
serait un dégoit; geste qui servira 
avec une indulgente patience un désir 
venant aprés beaucoup d’autres. Et, 
cela, jour aprés jour, dans un perpé- 
tuel recommencement, en concordance 
avec les soins les plus importants. 
C’est l’intention de soulager, par tous 
les moyens appliqués par notre inter- 
vention qui doit animer constament 
notre volonté transformant ces ac- 
tions, minimes en elles-mémes, et les 
faisant passer du domaine banal de la 
matiére dans celui ineffablement su- 
périeur de la moralité, celle-ci nous 
amenant a agir pour le plus grand 
bien du malade par tous ces moyens 
dont nos actes, gestes de notre volon- 
té, doivent étre la réalisation réfléchie. 

Pour que la volonté soit capable de 
produire des actes passant, ainsi, du 
domaine de la banalité dans celui de 
la moralité il faut, de toute nécessité, 
qu’elle s’'abandonne a une formation, 
a une éducation qui, par un dévelop- 
pement progressif, l’orientera vers 
Vhabitude de faire face aux exigences 
du devoir, tel que le fixent les régles 
de la morale professionnelle. 

L’effort, facteur essentiel de pro- 
grés, devra étre 4 le base de cette 
formation. 

On peut envisager cette méthode de 
formation de différentes maniéres. Les 
trois points suivants me semblent ré- 
sumer la discipline d’4me qui mettra 
Vinfirmiére 4 méme de savoir manier 
sa volonté au mieux des besoins de sa 
tache. 

Former sa volonté: 

1.—A se posséder dans le calme. 

2.—A s’équilibrer dans la virilité. 

3. — A rayonner dans la générosité.

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MORAL EDUCATION OF THE NURSE* 


AIM OF THE NURSING 
PROFESSION 

THE aim of the nursing profession 
is the safeguarding of human life, 
and accordingly it is necessary that 
the professional training be both deep 
and exalted; the moral fibre and 
strength which the nurse acquires as 
a result of her education should en- 
able her to carry out her orders 
faithfully. 


PRACTICAL MORAL PREPARATION 
OF THE STUDENT NURSE 


1. With Regard to Herself: 

A. The adaptation of the intellect. 
The nurse must apply herself to un- 
derstand the necessity of the training 
which she receives; she must fully 
comprehend the importance of the 
care of patients and of a discipline 
which can tolerate no negligence; she 
must appreciate the consequences of 
omissions, and the necessity of re- 
quirements of which she was not even 
aware in her pre-training days. 

She is a Catholic nurse, and hence 
must accept her trust as coming from 
Christ, with the will to fulfill it con- 
scientiously, simply, and wholeheart- 
edly. She is a Christian, and knows 
that the divine light will lighten the 
darkness of her intellect, captivating 
it by the beauty of her mission, and 
she will be proud to be among the 
“chosen ones,” called to share in the 
grand crusade against the evil of suf- 
fering. 

B. The formation of the will. 
There are various means at the stu- 
dent nurse’s command to accomplish 
this end. Work, serious and constant 
daily effort, which trains the moral 
and intellectual faculties, is one way 
to form the will. Another is discipline, 
which results in habits of order, or 
respect, and of submission. Finally, 
there are sacrifices and acts of abne- 
gation of all kinds. 

In order that the will may produce 
such acts of abnegation, the student 
nurse must freely submit herself to 
an education which, through progres- 
sive development, will orientate -her 
toward the habit of facing the 
exigencies of duty according to the 
rules set by her profession. Effort, an 
essential factor of progress, must be 
the foundation of that training.

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C. The effective control of emo- 
tional makeup. 

a) One aspect of this factor is the 
effort which is necessary to combat 
the harmful tendencies that result 
from routine, lassitude, and pessim- 
ism. 

6) Another aspect is the training 
of the student nurse’s affections so 
as to make her: tender without being 
weak, strong without being rigid and 
unapproachable, and eager to give 
herself to the demands of her pro- 
fession. 


ll. With Regard to Others: 

A. Authority. Since the nurse is 
part of a group, it is natural that 
she owes obedience and respect to 
all those who train and direct her. 
Schools of nursing must maintain a 
certain discipline; the authorities are 
there to plan, to organize, to lead, 
and to prescribe, and accordingly the 
nurse owes them consideration, re- 
spect, and obedience. Florence Night- 
ingale considered that the loyalty of 
the nurse toward the management, 
loyalty composed of the sentiments 
of honor, of veracity, of uprightness, 
of fidelity toward superiors, is the 
prime and indispensable quality 
which every nurse must possess. 

B. Her Companions. The only way 
to establish good relations with others 
is to act always with sincerity. Lack 
of frankness and loyalty makes life 
in such self-contained communities 


as schools of nursing difficult. It 
should be remembered that there is 
nothing more precious than a good, 
frank, and loyal friendship, especially 
one promoted between companions 
with a like ideal. 


lll. Moral Responsibilities of 
the Nurse 

A. There are duties and responsi- 
bilities which derive from her medico- 
technical preparation, and without 
which her profession would be in- 
efficient and incomplete. 

B. More subtle duties and respon- 
sibilities are the logical result of the 
important role she is permitted to 
play and of the influence she may 
have. They can be defined and under- 
stood only by those who have dis- 
cerned the beauty of the nurse’s task, 
of her life’s meaning, and who realize 
that she can only fulfill it with an 
apostle’s spirit. 


CONCLUSION 

If we do not wish to stunt our 
instinctive powers for devotion and 
tenderness; if we wish our hearts to 
become great, capable of generosity, 
let us make the holy habit of com- 
munion with Christ part of our lives 
His strength of love communicated 
to our souls will possess us, like the 
saints, with the insatiable desire to 
love as He, all those to whom we 
minister, happy to distribute to them 
the ineffable treasures of the gift of 
one’s self drawn from the Heart of 
the Divine Infirmarian.

1.—Se posséder dans le calme, 
c’est-a-dire amener la volonté, par le 
moyen de l’effort agisant progressive- 
ment sur les sursauts de la sensibilité, 
a demeurer calme en face des impré- 
vus, est un travail difficile. Les impré- 
vus affolent une volonté que |’éduca- 
tion n’a pas préparée a étre capable 
de maitries de soi, celle-ci se réali- 
sant par le sang-froid dont les réflexes 
permettent de dominer une situation 
faite de complications subites ou 
graves. Sous le choc de |’émotion, la 
volonté, désarmée, a comme un ver- 
tige,_point mort qui paralyse toute 
action urgente, empéche de regarder 
face a face le danger, de peser les 
chances d’intervention, de réagir, en 
un mot, avec calme et autorité dans 
le sens de la solution pratique qui 
s impose. 

Le mouvement naturel de la sensi- 
bilité aux prises avec ce qui la géne, 
la surprend, lui fait mal, est de se 
cabrer sous forme d’impatience, 
d’énervement, de colére ou bien, tout 
simplement, de peur. La volonté for- 
mée a ne pas se laisser surprendre 
peut seule conserver une attitude de 
sérénité et de paix, c’est-a-dire de 
“tranquillité dans l’ordre” selon la 
forte expression de saint Augustin. 

2. — L’éducation de la volonté doit 
tendre, également, a plier celle-ci 4 
vouloir se former dans la virilité, afin 
détre 4 méme de dominer, avec fer- 
meté, la tentation qui viendra la sol- 
liciter au cours de son plan de vie. 

La mission d’infirmiére la met aux 
prises avec des tentations de nature a 
mettre sa volonté a rude épreuve: 
tentations de découragement, venant 
des difficultés de la tache; tentations 
de ritstesse vemant du contact jour- 
nalier avec des caractéres qui font 
souffrir ou des opinions qui heurtent 
les fibres de la sensibilité, ou qui sont 
insultes a sa foi; tentations en regard 
de l’austérité du devoir; lassitude 
infinie venant de la perpétuelle vision 
de la souffrances; atteintes du mal 
d'isolement, si fréquent chez nombre 
des nétres et, surtout chez les jeunes; 
tentations, enfin, venant de tout ce 
qui est, pour le coeur, désillusion, in- 
compréhension, douleur secréte. Lors- 
que la tentation surgit, sous quelque 
forme que ce soit, la volonté, — res-

Pour cela, il faut se mettre devant 
ce fait concret: c’est que “vivre, c’est 
vaincre.” Il ne suffit donc pas de lut- 
ter, il faut vaincre. 

3. — II faut ,enfin, former la volon- 
té en l’adaptant aux occasions de 
s’affirmer par le geste de générosité. 

Pour vivre cette activité bienfai- 
sante de la volonté, il est nécessaire 
de se maintenir constamment sous 
l’impression de la beauté de la voca- 
tion choisie, afin de garder celle-ci 
des atteintes de l’égoisme qui, méme 
quand il est contraint de donner vou- 
drait retenir. A certains jours, le 
souffle d’idéal manque pour se main- 
tenir a la hauteur de la tache a la- 
quelle on a eu l’honneur d’étre appe- 
lée, et le sentiment d’en avoir assez 
d’ une vie faite de jetine sévére de 
tout ce qui ensoleille celle des autres, 
vient a penetrer l’4me. A ces mo- 
ments-la nous regrettons d’étre aux 
prises avec la vision de souffrance, en 
contact avec les laideurs du mal qui 
sont, a la fois, attristantes et révol- 
tantes, privées de l’espoir d’étre libé- 
rées des accents de la misére qui 
pleure sans qu’on puisse tarir la 
source de tant de larmes. 

La volonté formée a traduire par 
des actes extérieurs, réfléchis et bien- 
faisants, J intelligence du devoir 
d’état pourra, alors, étre maitresse 
d’elle-méme, orienter son activité 
dans l’ordre des initiatives aussi bien 
que des responsabilités et, cela en 
pleine conscience de sa liberté, car le 
droit a la liberté demeure 4 la racine 
de tout don de sa personnalité sous 
peine de véritable esclavage. 


c) La formation du coeur 

L’éducation du coeur nécessaire qui 
intéresse la mission d’infirmiére peut 
se poursuivre en deux temps: 1. 
Libérer le coeur des tendances sus- 
ceptibles d’affaiblir son action, celles- 
ci pouvant étre considérées sous trois 
aspects: la routine, la lassitude, le 
pessimisme. 

a) La routine. Il faut prévenir la 
routine, par le recours journalier, con- 
stant aux sources d’énergie. A force 
de répéter les mémes gestes, d’accom- 
plir la méme tache, d’éprouver les 
mémes émotions, l’infirmiére court 
risque d’agir machinalement, par 
mouvement acquis. Que son coeur 


généreux, compatissant, soit le ressort 
de sa vie hospitaliére. Il ne faut pas 
perdre l’idéal premier: étre sauveurs, 
et des corps et des ames! Or ceci ne 
peut étre |’affaire d’une machine, mais 
d’une énergie fortement trempée. 

6) La lassitude.— Un sentiment 
doit accompagner et animer la vie de 
lVinfirmiére, qui bravera les écueils et 
aura vite raison des moments de flé- 
chissement, de lassitude; c’est le res- 
pect de la douleur. 

c) Le pessimisme.— Il faut que 
lV'infirmiére arrive par la raison péné- 
trée d’une vive lumiére de foi et d’es- 
pérance, 4 empécher |l’influence mor- 
bide des réflexes démoralisants de 
pénétrer sa sensibilité; et cela, en 
raisonnant les résultats de l’action en- 
treprise, envers et malgré l’apparente 
impuissance qu’elle est tentée re- 
connaitre comme irréductible. 

Aprés avoir essayé de protéger le 
coeur contre les effets de la routine, 
de la lassitude, et du pessimisme, fac- 
teurs de découragement, nous allons 
aborder le second temps de 1’éduca- 
tion de la sensibilité en considérant 
les moyens susceptibles de l’équili- 
brer. A cette fin nous allons nous at- 
tacher 4 démontrer la nécessité qu’il 
y a a former le coeur: symbole de tous 
nos gestes d’affection, afin de l’incli- 
ner a étre: tendre sans faiblesse, viril 
sans raideur, avide de se distribuer en 
toute justice et bonté. 

Les femmes les plus aptes a devenir 
de bonnes infirmiéres, sont celles dont 
la douceur et la tendresse sont unies 
a une grande force de caractére. On 
peut, en effet, dire que c’est, en quel- 
que sorte, l’ensemble de la thérapeu- 
tique appliquée par les intelligences 
du coeur qui donne le branle a tous 
les actes professionnels, faisant ainsi 
de nos différentes gestes autre chose 
que l’accomplissement des strictes ob- 
servances d’un réglement ou d’une 
discipline ou d’un traitement ordonne. 

Elles doivent s’efforcer de témoig- 
ner la méme sollicitude 4 tous, en 
toute justice; que les malades n’aient 
jamais a porter un jugement sur la 
partialité; que personne ne se sente 
jamais oublié, dans l’ordre de nos sol- 
licitudes, ou négligé dans la distribu- 
tion de nos attentions. 

Elle doit étre bonne, de cette bonte 
délicieuse qui s’oublie et se donne 
sans calculer et sans jamais se repren- 
dre. C’est au coeur que se rapportent 
les paroles du Pére Lacordaire: “I! 
n’y a que les magnamines qui se don- 
nent,” c’est-a-dire que seuls les 
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hommes de grand coeur trouvent en 
eux les ressources des magnifiques 
dévouements. 

Et pour étre capable délargir ainsi 
notre coeur afin qu'il evienne ce 
qu’on nomme “un grand coeur” 


prions le Christ, maitre de 1’Amour, 
d’'intensifiée toujours d’avantage en 
chacune des Ames, la surnaturelle 
puissance d’une tendre et forte com- 
passion. 


B. Vis-d-vis du prochain 

a) L’autorité. — Puisque Jl ’infir- 
miére fait partie d’un cadre, il est 
tout naturel qu’elle doive obéissance 
et respect a tous ceux-la qui la pré- 
parent et la dirigent. 

Comme dans tout organisme, les 
hdpitaux, les écoles d’infirmiéres doi- 
vent observer une certaine discipline: 
les autorités sont 1a pour concevoir, 
organiser, conduire et prescrire; donc 
l'infirmiére leur doit sans lésiner: 
considération, respect, obéissance 
Florence Nightingale considére que le 
“loyalisme” de l’infirmiére vis-a-vis de 
la direction, loyalisme fait du senti- 
ment de l’honneur, de la véracité, de 
la droiture, de la fidélité envers les 
supérieurs, est la qualité primordiale 
et indispensable que doit posséder 
toute infirmiére. Il est bon qu'elle 
témoigne son respect par toute son at- 
titude, sa conduite, par les marques 
extérieures d’une sincére vénération. 
Une infirmiére modéle, Genevieve 
Hennet de Goutel, qui a donné sa vie 
en soignant descontagieus, posait 
comme principe: ‘Une infirmiére ne 
doit jamais, quel qu'il soit, se per- 
mettre de juger son supérieur. Son 
devoir est d’exécuter silencieusement 
et ponctuellement les ordres recus. 
Elle ne doit jamais parler de ce 
qu'elle sait, 4 plus forte raison de ce 
qu'elle ignore.” 

En résumé, nous devons surveiller 
nos pensées, car ce sont elles qui dé- 
terminent nos attitudes et nos actes. 

b) Les compagnes. — Le seul 
moyen de créer et de conserver de 
bons rapports fraternels les unes avec 
les autres, c’est de toujours agir avec 
sincérité. Les reproches que lon croit 
pouvoir ressentir, il faut s’en ouvrir 
loyalement l'une vis-a-vis de | autre, 
sans détours et sans arriére-pensée. 
La plaie des collectivités, c’est le man- 
que de franchise et de loyauté. Y 
a-t-il rien de plus précieux qu’une 
bonne, franche et loyale amitié! Sur- 
tout celle qui s‘est cimentée entre 
compagnes ayant un méme idéal!

Coopérer, collaborer, conjuguer ses 
initiatives, combiner ses efiorts; sa 
vie aura ainsi un rayonnement plus 
atile.

YES, IT IS UP TO US! 

Hunger still marches across the war- 
scared face of Europe, leaving its ter- 
rible imprint not only on the bodies, but 
on the minds of the people.

Profession, dont | exercice chez une 
chrétienne, devrait étre constamment 
surnaturalisé par lesprit de foi, 
jemploie a dessein ce mot de vaste 
comprehension; car le qualité simple- 
ment morales exigées de la part de 
nos infirmiéres sont tellement nom- 
breuses qu'on éprouve une véritable 
gene a les énumérer.

C’est par lesprit de foi que vous 
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saurez dégager votre vocation de son 
aspect profane et de ses avantages 
purement accidentels. La culture 
qu’elle donne, la considération qu’elle 
attire, le salaire qu’elle entraine, voila 
lVobjectif important sans doute, mais 
secondaire de votre vocation. Son but 
essentiel est la guérison ou le soula- 
gement de l’humaine souffrance.

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Strike Called Off at Pueblo 


Hospital 


After four days of picketing, a strike 
of non-professional workers at Corwin 
Hospital, Pueblo, Colorado, was ended 
on April 20, with the dispute that was 
the cause of the walkout still unsettled. 
The Rocky Mountain Joint Board CIO 
had called the strike over the failure on 
the part of the hospital to recognize 
the hospital non-professional employees’ 
union. The union claimed its authority 
as a bargaining agency as a result of an 
election held, February 13, before Cor- 
win Hospital was taken over by the 
Sisters of Charity. 

The Sisters received whole-hearted 
support in their stand both locally and 
nationally. As was pointed out by Mon- 
signor A. J. Miller, V.G. of Pueblo, 
“ . . a hospital should not be called 


upon to make a contract”; since serving 
the sick requires a definite vocation it 
cannot be put on a footing with other 
types of work. 

The hospital continued to operate as 
usual, with the help of local volunteers 
and approximately one third of the em- 
ployees who did not strike. Sisters of 
other orders in Pueblo, doctors’ wives, 
and others were among the volunteers. 

The chief spokesman of the union 
claimed that top officials of the CIO in 
Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania, will continue 
negotiations with the Sisters of Charity 
in Cincinnati, Ohio. According to the 
Pueblo attorney for Corwin Hospital, 
the strike was illegal under the Taft- 
Hartley Act, which specifically exempts 
hospitals not operating for profit.

St. Lovis Sanitarium 

Adopts Expanded Resident Program 
A revised and more comprehensive 

program for the training of doctors in- 

terested in psychiatry has been perfected 

at St. Vincent’s Sanitarium, St. Louis, 

Missouri. A director of resident training 


was appointed to the staff of physicians 
on January 1, 1948, to work out the 
details of the program, which is equally 
suited to doctors without psychiatric ex- 
perience as to those with some credit in 
the field. 

A unique advantage of participation in 
the residency program at St. Vincent’s 
is the training received in the handling 
and treatment of private patients, who 
constitute the majority of the patient 
census. This feature is particularly ad- 
vantageous to those students who are 
anticipating the establishment of private 
practice in psychiatry. Residents, in ad- 
dition ‘to responsibility for individual 
cases in the hospital and in the out- 
patient department, work in close con- 
nection with many staff physicians, and 
a considerable amount of the instruction 
and experience the resident receives is 
by this direct method of teaching.

THE place of food in hospital 
operation is an important one, for it 
plays a leading role in the recovery 
of the patients. It has been said 
that from 20 to 30 per cent of the 
“hospital dollar” is spent for food. 
Since this is the case, it is self-evident 
that the dietary department should 
be under the supervision of a trained 
and registered dietitian. The Sisters 
of our Catholic hospitals are ever 
on the alert to keep up with the 
latest and the best in the service of 
the sick. They have taken the lead 
in educating Sisters as specialists in 
the field of teaching, pediatrics, obste- 
trics, and so forth, but it seems the 
dietary department has been some- 
what neglected. Here in Montana 
one half of the beds in general hos- 
pitals are in 15 Catholic hospitals. 
All of these hospitals have dietary 
departments, no doubt, well super- 
vised, but, as far as can be ascer- 
tained, there are only five registered 
Sister dietitians to date. 


Reasons for Lack of Sister Dietitians 

Why are there so few trained 
dietitians in our Sisterhoods, not only 
here, but in general? There seem 
to be several reasons; one is that 
many communities do not fully real- 
ize the importance of this phase of 
hospital work. There has always been 
a shortage of Sisters, and it seems 
that all too few Sisters have an in- 
terest in dietetics. Yet it has been 
pointed out that if a Catholic atmos- 
phere is to be maintained in our 
hospitals, every department should 
be under the supervision of a well- 
trained Sister. 

In order to become a registered 
dietition, and acceptable as a mem- 
ber of the American Dietetic As- 
sociation, one must have a Bachelor’s 
degree from an accredited college or 
university, with a major in foods 
and nutrition or institutional manage- 
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ment. In addition, she must have 
completed satisfactorily one of the 
hospital, administrative, or food-clinic 
courses approved by the Executive 
Board, or as an alternative, must 
present three years of acceptable ex- 
perience in the field of dietetics. At 
least one year must be experience 
supervised by an active member of 
the Association. These are the aca- 
demic requirements only. But does 
this equip our dietitian to meet the 
situation in the chaotic world today? 


Qualifications of a Dietitian 

The dietitian must be proficient in 

handling the tools of her profession, 
but she often has little understanding 
of life as a whole. “The Dietitian 
of the Future” is the theme of an 
address given at Cincinnati by Mable 
Maclauchlan, President-elect of the 
American Dietetic Association, from 
which the following is quoted: 
“Too many. . . . dietitians have left 
college with little more than a smatter- 
ing of a liberal or cultural background 
Vocational proficiency is not enough; 
an understanding mind is also a pre- 
requisite for happiness and for service 
to the community. Our future dietitians 
must not only possess cold facts, but 
warm values. Facts are sometimes con- 
fused with knowledge. Our future dieti- 
tian should have an education which 
teaches her how to observe and 
evaluate.” 

It has been emphasized that in 
order to meet this situation, the die- 
titian must have the following quali- 
ties: 

a) Dietitians must have more than 
technical knowledge; they need broad 
development. 

b) They must have sincere interest. 
ability and a sense of responsibility. 

c) They need to have a vision of a 
problem, the ability to attack it scienti- 
fically, and to find a solution.

d) They should be able to integrate 
various operations and to see problems 
as a whole. 

e) They need ability to direct others 

The term dietitian has a signifi- 
cant meaning in the professional 
world today, and the dietetic pro- 
fession is beginning to receive ade- 
quate recognition. The title “dieti- 
tian” means a “skillful food manager” 
well informed in the requisite sciences 
so as to have a comprehensive knowl- 
edge of human nutrition. She is con- 
sidered as a specialist in feeding 
people, not only the sick, but also 
men at work and at war; children 
at the day nursery; children at 
school; college groups; groups in 
clubs and summer resorts. The dieti- 
tians at the head of the dietary 
department of these institutions are 
responsible for the planning, pur- 
chasing, preparation and, in a sense, 
the serving of all food. 

From this we must conclude that 
dietitians are among the most serious- 
minded and hard-working individuals 
found in a professional class. So far 
much excellent work has been done 
by them, and the influence of the 
dietitian has been felt, as she quietly 
carries on in her assigned field of 
labor, be it in the hospital, lunch 
room, food clinic, or in teaching. 
Public interest in nutrition is grow- 
ing, and most people listen good- 
naturedly as they are urged to eat 
well-balanced meals. Our dietitians 
have really helped to make America 
one of the best fed nations in the 
world, and many a war torn country 
has asked their help in rebuilding a 
nutritional program for the starving 
peoples.’ 

Duties Are Manifold 

The duties of a Sister Dietitian 
in a hospital are many and varied, 
depending upon the size of the in-

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stitution, the number and type of 
patients, the personnel and whether 
there is a training school connected 
with the hospital. In a hospital of 
100 beds or less, she deals with every- 
thing in the dietary department. She 
is the executive, and responsible only 
to the Superior. As such, she plans 
the menus for the Sisters and per- 
sonnel and patients on general diets, 
providing well-balanced meals that 
emphasize palatability, texture, and 
color. In order to do this, she must 
have a knowledge of food, of food 
storage and food preparation. 
Although it is not the wisest thing 
for the Sister Dietitian to do much 
of the cooking herself, since her 
training and position fit her for the 
training of others, yet she should be 
skilled enough to carry on if Sister 
Cook goes away for a retreat or falls 
ill. Margaret E. Terrell in an article 
in the Journal of the American Die- 
tetic Association says that “the per- 
son who designed the meal and 


selected the food should also direct 
its preparation.”* She must see to 
it that balance in nutritive value, 
pleasing variety in texture, form and 
richness, agreeable harmony in flavor 


and color should be maintained and 
kept up to a high standard, in order 
that the meal prepared may have a 
high degree of acceptability. Thus, 
the supervision of the preparation of 
the normal diet takes first place. 

Next in order is the planning and 
preparing of the therapeutic diet. 
This is more or less a modification of 
the general diet, in consistency, in 
amount, in content of specific foods, 
in preparation, or a combination of 
these factors.* This phase of the 
dietary department was the dietitian’s 
original work. Here is where she 
must give more or less personal at- 
tention to each individual patient. 
Although the doctor may prescribe 
a diabetic diet, a low caloric, or 
Sippy, she will find that each patient 
is a law unto himself. 

Dr. Paul R. Hawley, Chief Medi- 
cal Director of the Veterans Admin- 
istration has this to say about the 
therapeutic dietitian’s work: 

“In some cases. proper diet is the 
whole in the treatment of a patient. and 
in most cases, of vital importance. 
Medicine and surgery are not enough. 
After the Doctor has done his part in 
the field of surgery, or determined the

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course of treatment, then comes the 
work of the dietitian. It is she who 
must know and understand the foods 
that are necessary to restore strength 
most quickly. It is she who must un- 
derstand the psychology of a sick pa- 
tient sufficiently to know how to per- 
suade him to take proper nourishment. 
The dietitian is an important part of 
the medical team and her importance is 
being recognized more and more by the 
medical world.’ 

The dietitian generally attends to 
the food purchasing, but it may be 
the custom in some Sisters’ hospitals 
that a bursar or procurator does this 
upon the requisitions handed over to 
her by the dietitian. This is desir- 
able in so far that the dietitian’s 
time is often taken up with con- 
ferences with patients, doctors, and 
student nurses, and has not the time 
to keep up with market trends. She 
should make out her daily order 
sheet for perishable commodities and 
buy from local producers, through 
their salesman or on an open market. 
Other staples and non-perishable sup- 
plies should be purchased for a 
specific purpose, not always the 
choicest or best on the market, but 
the best for the purpose for which 
they are to be used. If labor cost 
is high, then the seemingly expensive 
frozen vegetables are less expensive 
in the end than fresh ones which 
often require a great amount of 
preparation. 


Food Waste Control 

Food waste, which is said to be 
directly under the control of the di- 
etitian may be due to the following 
sources: Storage, menus, preparation 
(after purchasing), portion sizes and 
leftovers. In several studies made in 
hospitals lately, it has been found 
that the average daily waste was ten 


ounces per person served. It there- 
fore behooves us to make a short 
study of the food acceptability, at 
least among the personnel. It is well, 
too, to keep an eye upon the pa- 
tients’ returned trays, to notice which 
foods are not popular. 

Most of our employees need special 
training to do their jobs well in the 
diet kitchen, and this, too, is the 
dietitian’s responsibility. It is better 
to do this personally at first, and 
afterwards let him work with an 
older worker. Finally, the job sched- 
ule should be typed and hung on the 
bulletin board for reference. We must 
make our employees aware of the 
fact that their work of getting food 
to the patients in the best possible 
way is just as important as any other 
phase of nursing care. It is to our 
advantage to have our working people 
contented and interested in their 
work. Above all, it is important to 
serve good meals to our employees. 
They should be a concrete example 
of what is meant by a well-balanced 
diet with nutritional adequacy. 

A hospital is for the relief of the 
sick; in many cases, it is the place 
of last resort; in other cases, hospital 
care is prescribed to prevent a more 
serious illness. But in either case, 
the question that arises in the mind 
of the patient is, “What will I get 
to eat?” People judge a_ hospital 
more quickly by the type of food 
service than by nursing or medical 
care. Everyone knows something 
about food, right or wrong — but few 
really know what constitutes good 
nursing care. In order, then, to pro- 
mote the service of the hospitals in 
our community, it is of paramount 
importance to have good food service 
for the patient, the Sisters, and per- 
sonnel.

Omaha Hospital Opens Premature 


Infant Nursery. 


A new special service for the new- 
born population of the Omaha commy- 
nity had its inception on Sunday, April 
18, when the new Premature Infant 
Nursery, at Creighton Memorial St. 
Joseph’s Hospital, opened for public in- 
spection, preliminary to receiving its first 
patients. This nursery is the first of its 
kind in Nebraska. 

In the nursery, designed especially for 
care of prematurely born infants, tiny 
patients occupy individual incubators 
in which the heat and humidity is auto- 
matically controlled. The incubators also 
are equipped for the administration of 
oxygen which is conveyed from an ad- 
joining central oxygen supply room to 
the individual incubators by copper tub- 
ing. Separate regulators control the flow 
of oxygen to each pair of incubators, and 
also regulate the humidity as well as pro- 
vide the nurses visual evidence through 
a bubble bottle to indicate that the 
oxygen is flowing properly into the 
incubators. 

The nursery is equipped with its own 
refrigerator, in which each infant’s sup- 
ply of formulae for the day is kept in 
an especially designed wire basket which 
provides ready access to the individual 
feeding desired without the necessity of 
moving or handling other babies’ bottles. 
The nurses’ chart desk also is located in 
an alcove of the general nursery as are 
lavatories for the practice of proper 
aseptic technique. Germicidal ultra- 
violet ray fixtures supply added protec- 
tion for the little patients. 

The nursery has a capacity of twelve 
infant patients, with a separate section 
housing incubators for isolation cases. 
All babies admitted to the new depart- 
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ment from outside the hospital are 
placed in isolation for a period of forty- 
eight hours until it is definitely deter- 
mined that no infection of any kind is 
present. The infants then are transferred 
to the general premature nursery where 
they receive special care and formulae 
until they reach a minimum weight of 
5% pounds. Eight tiny patients, ranging 
in weight from two pounds fifteen ounces 
to four pounds, and including two sets 
of premature twins, were the first occu- 
pants of the nursery. 

Members of the Omaha Junior League 
and other friends of the hospital who 
contributed approximately $9,000 to 
make the new nursery facilities available 
for the community were guests at a pre- 
view inspection. Visitors on the opening 
day were admitted to the isolation unit 
only from where a full general view of 
the regular premature nursery is avail- 
able. After the public inspection, the 
two units were completely closed to the 
public and the infant charges now may 
be seen only’ through two large viewing 
windows from the corridor. Doctors and 
nurses only will be admitted within the 
department.

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MOTHER MARY IRENE DEAD 

Our readers will be saddened to learn that Mother 
Mary Irene, S.S.M., died suddenly on Ascension Thurs- 
day. Although she had not been feeling well for several 
days and had been in St. Mary’s Hospital there was 
no indication that she was in danger of death. Death 
was due to a heart attack and came shortly after re- 
ceiving Holy Communion. 

Mother Irene was 67 years old and had been a Sister 
of St. Mary for 41 years during which time she had 
held important positions in her Sisterhood. Since 1921 
she had. been secretary general of the Sisters of St. 
Mary. In 1924 she was made treasurer of the Sisterhood, 
and in 1938 she became assistant to the Mother General. 

As the business and financial executive of her con- 
gregation, she took an active and heavy responsibility 
in the building of St. Mary’s Hospital, Firmin Desloge 
Hospital in St. Louis, and St. Eugene’s Hospital at Dillon, 
South Carolina. She also exercised the same interest and 
supervision for additions and developing projects at 
St. Mary’s Hospital, Kansas City, Mo., St. Mary’s 
Hospital, Jefferson City, Mo., St. Joseph’s Hospital, 
St. Charles, Mo., St. Mary’s Hospital, Madison, Wis., 
and St. Francis Hospital, Blue Island, Il. 

In 1932 Mother Irene celebrated her silver jubilee as 
a Sister of St. Mary. 

In Catholic hospital circles she was known for her 
interest in the growth and development of the Catholic 
Hospital Association and for her long service as an 
officer and member of its Executive Board. She was 
elected secretary-treasurer of the Association in 1928 
and four years later to the position of treasurer which 
she held until the time of her death. 

Her sound judgment and her foresight did much to 
foster the progress and growth of the association. During 
the twenty years she held office she was indefatigable 
in her efforts to develop and expand its activities. She 
was a stanch defender of the interests of the Catholic 
hospitals and had a deep understanding of the needs of 
our Catholic Sisters and their points of view. In addition 
to this she possessed those qualities of kindness and 
understanding which won for her a host of friends among 
doctors, patients and the poor. 

With her death the Catholic Hospital Association has 
lost one of its stanchest friends and supporters. And 
the Sisters of St. Mary are deprived of an outstanding 
leader, counselor, and religious. The editors of Hosp1rTat 
ProGrEss extend to Mother Concordia and her Sisters 
sincerest sympathy and condolences. 

Mother Irene was buried from St. Mary of the Angels 
Chapel, Monday morning, May 10. The solemn requiem 
Mass was celebrated by Rev. W. M. Drumn in the 
presence of Most Rev. Joseph E. Ritter, Archbishop of 
St. Louis. Bishop-Elect Leo Steck preached the funeral 
sermon. The final absolutions were given by Archbishop 
Ritter. Burial was in Calvary Cemetery, St. Louis.

FORTY YEARS A PRIEST 

On Sunday, June 6, Right Rev. Msgr. Maurice F. 
Griffin celebrated the fortieth anniversary of his ordina- 
tion to the priesthood. A solemn high Mass, Coram 
Episcopo, was celebrated by Msgr. Griffin on this occa- 
sion in St. Philomena’s Church, Cleveland, where he has 
been pastor for many years. Forty years of priestly serv- 
ice to the people in the parishes he has served is an 
achievement in itself and in Msgr. Griffin’s case it is a 
story of pastoral leadership involving building and im- 
provement plans, financial administration, and parish or- 
ganization, but most of all a patient, consistent, and 
persevering interest in and zeal for the spiritual welfare 
of his people. 

Msgr. Griffin’s interest in the welfare of people was 
not limited by the demands of his parish. More than 
thirty years of his priestly life have been dedicated also 
to the work of improving hospital care. The greater por- 
tion of this attention has been given to the work of the 
Catholic Hospital Association to which he has given so 
much attention and interest throughout the years.

Each individual Catholic hospital has benefited by 
the work he has done in and for the Association. 

It is a fitting climax to his years of service that he 
has guided the Catholic Hospital Association as its Presi- 
dent in the critical year of reorganization.

PROFESSIONAL PREPARATION FOR HOSPITAL 

ADMINISTRATION 

In response to a request of the officers of the Catholi: 
Hospital Association, St. Louis University will raise its 
program in hospital administration to the graduate level 
beginning with the fall term in 1948. An undergraduat: 
program has been offered at the University for several 
years, but there was need to place the program on the 
graduate level since so many applicants already had a 
bachelor’s degree. : 

This course has been prepared to meet the demands of 
three types of students. Sisters who are actually engaged 
in general hospital administration are being prepared fo 
such work, those who are preparing to take over the 
responsibility of the business or finance office of a hos 
pital, and diocesan priests who are being prepared to 
assume the position of Diocesan Director of Hospitals 
The courses of study are being arranged to provide suit 
able concentration for each of the above types of work 


Two Year Program 

This program will open formally with the September: 
term of the coming year. A minimum of two semesters 
and one summer session will be required to complete the 
academic work. In addition, a twelve-month period ot 
administrative experience on an intern basis will be re- 
quired before the degree, Master in Hospital Administra- 
tion, will be granted. This experience must be obtained 
in a hospital approved by the University. 


Prerequisites 

Since the prepared program will embrace many courses 
of an advanced nature in business and personnel admin- 
istration, the following prerequisites have been set up: A 
bachelor’s degree, six semester hours of accounting, six 
semester hours of economics, three hours of business law, 
three hours of statistics, three hours of sociology. Some 
of these prerequisites may be satisfied in a summer 
session. 

Faculty 

Many members of the St. Louis University faculty 
who have participated in the undergraduate program will 
continue to contribute. Father John J. Flanagan, S.J., has 
been appointed Acting Director of the Department oi 
Hospital’ Administration. Associated with him in planning 
and directing the courses will be Mr. M. R. Kneifl, Exe- 
cutive Secretary of the Catholic Hospital Association, 
Mr. Victor E. Costanzo, Sister Mary Geraldine, Dean of 
the School of Nursing, Dr. Kurt Pohlen, and the Sisters 
of St. Mary who are on the faculty of the University 
Other experienced Sister and lay administrators will con- 
tribute to the program as special lecturers. 

Mr. Costanzo is being added to the University staff as 
an instructor in hospital administration and will bring 
to the program the benefit of a formal academic training 
in the field of hospital administration as well as experi- 
ence gained as an officer participating in the administra- 
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Mr. Victor E. Costanzo, Instructor in Hospital Administration. 


tion of hospitals in the Army. Mr. Costanzo is a graduate 
of Princeton University and a veteran of World War II. 
In the course of three years he was assigned to supervise 
every phase of hospital activity in the Army. This ex- 
perience has been supplemented by a year of academic 
work in hospital administration at Washington Univer- 
sity. He has just completed a year of supervised experi- 
ence — administrative internship — at the New Haven 
Hospital, New Haven, Connecticut. 

It is hoped that the program of courses in hospital 
administration being set up at the University will be of 
assistance to Sisters, Brothers and priests interested in 
promoting better administration in our Catholic hospitals. 
Lay people will not be excluded from the program but it 
was planned primarily for the preparation of administra- 
tors in Catholic hospitals. 


THE EXTENSION OF THE SOCIAL SECURITY ACT 

From the beginning of this social welfare program in 
1935, hospital administrators have manifested interest in 
the extension of the old age and survivors insurance bene- 
fits to their staff members and employees. From time to 
time since the enactment of the Social Security Act, pro- 
posals have been made to the Congress providing for this 
extension of benefits to include workers in institutions of 
all kinds now classified as “tax exempt” organizations. 
For one reason or another, none of these suggestions for 
extending the Social Security Act has met with favor by 
the Congress. 

From the viewpoint of the voluntary hospitals and 
other “tax exempt” organizations, these various legislative 
proposals, with few exceptions, made no provision for, or 


left in doubt, the tax-exempt status of the hospitals or 
cther charitable or educational institutions. 

Recently, there has been another surge of interest in 
this special problem. A number of bills are before the 
Congress, each in its own way intended to afford workers 
in our hospitals and other non-profit agencies the “old 
age and survivors insurance benefits” from which they 
were specifically excluded in the original, and in the 
present, Social Security Act. A close examination of each 
of these bills by competent authorities brings to light 
some legal defect through which, in one way or another, 
the interests of these non-profit organizations are misun- 
derstood or more frequently jeopardized. 

This current review would be incomplete without refer- 
ence to the recent “Report on the Social Security Act” 
by the “‘Stettinius Committee.” The study for which this is 
the preliminary report was begun almost one year ago, 
and was undertaken for the purpose of perfecting the 
Social Security Act, to make it an effective safeguard for 
citizens of this country against all hazards. Some of the 
recommendations relating to hospitals and health are the 
following: 

1. The self-employed, agricultural workers and persons 
engaged in household work should be covered. 

2. About a million employees of non-profit organiza- 
tions, except for members of the clergy and religious 
orders, should be covered, with emphasis in this case 
being on old age and survivors insurance. 

The Editors present this brief resume of the status of 
a long-standing problem for the benefit of the many hos- 
pital aministrators who have not followed too closely the 
history of this social legislation. In due course, no doubt, 
there will be proposed a satisfactory legislative bill 
through which the objective of the hospital administrators 
to afford their staff members and employees “old age and 
survivors insurance benefits” can be realized — without 
sacrificing any of the prerogatives of our hospitals.

Rev. Timothy Manning, Auxiliary 
Bishop of Los Angeles, preached the 
sermon. 

Right Rev. Msgr. Thomas J 
O'Dwyer, honorary Vice-President of 
the Conference and General Director 
of Charities for the Archdiocese of 
Los Angeles opened the Twentieth 
Annual Conference and presided 
throughout the session. The invoca- 
tion was given by the Rev. Bernard 
C. Cronin, Director of Catholic Hos- 
pitals in San Francisco. Sister Ann 
Raymond, President of the Southern 
Council welcomed the delegates to 
Los Angeles and Southern California 

The general theme chosen for this 
year’s meeting was “The Future ot 
the Catholic Schools of Nursing. 
Sister Mary Therese, Administrator, 
Mercy Hospital, Chicago presented a 
paper entitled “Trends in Modern 
Nursing Education — A Challenge to 
the Catholic Schools of Nursing.” 
Sister reviewed the current trends in 
the field of nursing education, point- 
ing out the advantages and dangers 
inherent in the proposals. In her com- 
ments on current developments Sister 
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advised Catholic schools that they 
should not hesitate to accept and use 
those new features in nursing educa- 
tion which give promise of raising 
standards of nursing education and 
nursing service. 

Rev. John J. Flanagan, S.J., Exe- 
cutive Director of the Catholic Hos- 
pital Association, prefaced his talk 
with a brief outline of the develop- 
ment at the Central Office and the 
plans for the future. He stated that 
the ultimate reason for the changes 
and developments is the desire to 
render more service to the hospitals 
and the Sisters giving nursing care. In 
his formal paper entitled a “Blueprint 
for the Catholic School of Nursing”’ 
he presented a review of the February 
meeting of the Conference of Catholic 
Schools of Nursing with commentaries 
on the recommendations which were 
voted by the Sisters at the Confer- 
ence. He concluded his talk with a 
plea for a counseling and guidance 
program in schools of nursing and 
stressed the importance of having an 
understanding and sympathetic coun- 
selor for student nurses. 

Sister Rose de Lima, Dean of 
Mount Saint Mary’s College, West 
Los Angeles, spoke on “The Student 
Nurse of the Future — The Hope of 
the Catholic Schools of Nursing.” In 
her presentation Sister emphasized 
the value of general education for the 
nurse but recognized the problems 
which must be faced in fusing tradi- 
tional nursing programs with estab- 
lished curricula and policies of educa- 
tional institutions. 

Miss Margaret Foley, R.N., Secre- 
tary of the Conference of the Cath- 
olic Schools of Nursing, approached 
the general theme of the meeting from 
the point of view of the graduate 
nurse and presented her in the role 
of an apostle of the Catholic school 
of nursing. She described the char- 
acteristics of an apostle and the func- 
tions such an individual can and 
should perform. She then proceeded 
to indicate in a practical way the 
apostolic work the Catholic graduate 
nurse could do in assuming leadership 
in the many activities and organiza- 
tions open to her. 

Dr. Joseph A. Pollia, F.A.C.P., of 
St. Vincent’s Hospital, Los Angeles, 
brought the formal session to a close 
with a forceful and inspiring address 
on “The Patient of the Future — The 
Responsibility of the Catholic School 
of Nursing.” Dr. Pollia in this talk 
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emphasized the value of religious 
motivation in caring for the sick and 
the manner in which this work takes 
on deeply religious significance. He 
showed how it can be easily identified 
with events and activities in the lives 
of Our Lord and His Blessed Mother 
as represented by the Mysteries of the 
Rosary. In a special informal meeting 
held after lunch the Sisters discussed 
the papers presented at the morning 
session and considered other problems 
of common interest. 

Sister Fidelis, Secretary-Treasurer 
of the Southern Council of the West- 
ern Conference was chiefly respon- 
sible for planning the program of the 
meeting and for the detailed work 
necessary to carry it out. 

The Western Conference of the 
Catholic Hospital Association was re- 
sponsible for arranging the program 
for the opening general assembly of 
the Convention of the Western Hos- 
pitals. This Assembly was held on 
Monday, April 19, in the Biltmore 
Theatre. 

Officers of the Western Conference 
are: Sister Ann Raymond, St. John’s 
Hospital, Santa Monica, president: 
Sister Flora Mary, St. Joseph’s Hos- 
pital, Burbank, vice-president; Sister 
Fidelis, St. Vincent’s Hospital, Los

A special feature of the Los Angeles 
meeting which deserves particular 
mention was the Catholic Chaplains 
Conference. Some thirty Chaplains 
attended this conference and con- 
tinued their work of preparing a med- 
ical code for the Catholic hospital. 
Very Rev. Msgr. Francis Chalone, St. 
Paul’s Hospital, Vancouver, British 
Columbia, is chairman of this group 
and has done much to further and 
hasten the work on a medical code. 
His Excellency Most Rev. J. Francis 
A. McIntyre, Archbishop of Los An- 
geles, visited this group and com- 
mended them for their leadership in a 
work which is so necessary in our 
Catholic hospitals. 


Meeting of the Montana 

Conference 

The Fifteenth Annual Meeting of 
the Montana Conference of the Cath- 
olic Hospital Association was held in 
Missoula, Montana, April 28 and 29. 
The meeting opened with the celebra- 
tion of the Holy Sacrifice of the Mass 
by His Excellency Most Rev. Joseph 
M. Gilmore, Bishop of Helena. The 
Bishop in a brief sermon reminded 


the assembled Sisters of their obliga- 
tion to reflect and exemplify the char- 
ity of Christ toward their patients 
and especially toward those who are 
underprivileged. 

The Sisters of Charity of Provi- 
dence of St. Patrick’s Hospital and 
School of Nursing were hosts for the 
meeting and all sessions were held in 
the auditorium of their beautiful new 
school of nursing. 

The theme of this meeting was 
“Factors in Contemporary Society 
Making an Impact on Nursing.” 
Sister Mary Lawrence, President of 
the Montana Conference presided at 
the opening session. Dr. C. F. Honey- 
cutt, President of the medical staff of 
St. Patrick’s Hospital and Sister 
Mary Brendan, Administrator of St. 
Patrick’s Hospital welcomed the dele- 
gates to Missoula and to the hospital. 

Dr. J. E. Kress, St. Patrick’s Hos- 
pital, Miss Jane B. Stevenson, Chair- 
man of the Legislative Committee of 
the Montana State Nurses Associa- 
tion, Mr. Edward T. Dussault, Board 
Member of St. Patrick’s Hospital, 
Right Rev. Msgr. D. P. Meade, Vicar 
General of the Diocese of Helena. 
Sister Agnes Cecilia of Butte, and 
Rev. John J. Flanagan, S.J., of St. 
Louis, were the principal contributors 
to the program of the first day. 

Dr. Kress presented an instructive 
and interesting paper on psychosoma- 
tic medicine and used the case meth- 
od to illustrate and emphasize the 
principles of psychosomatic medicine 
which he had already explained. Miss 
Stevenson reviewed the past and pres- 
ent efforts of her association to have 
state legislation passed to provide for 
the licensing of practical nurses. She 
asked for the help of the Catholic 
hospitals in promoting this legislation, 
which is designed to protect the reg- 
istered nurse, the practical nurse, the 
hospitals and the public. 

Mr. Dussault’s talk constituted a 
valuable contribution because it 
sketched the place and function of an 
advisory board in a Catholic hospital. 
He explained the important work the 
board could do in interpreting the 
hospital and its needs to the commu- 
nity and the corresponding opportu- 
nity and responsibility of presenting 
community attitudes and reactions to 
the hospital. He said that the advi- 
sory board arrangement cannot func- 
tion unless mutual trust and confi- 
dence exist between the members of 
the board and the hospital officials. 
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Stressing the fact that just as a 
parish is the working unit of a dio- 
ese the individual house or religious 
ommunity is the important factor of 
, Sisterhood, Monsignor Meade ex- 
plained the obligation which an indi- 
vidual institution has to work for the 
welfare of the community in which it 
exists. If it does not know and under- 
stand the particular needs of the com- 
nunity and does not attempt to co- 
operate in movements for community 
mprovement it is failing to carry out 
ntentions and responsibilities of the 
eligious congregation and is failing 

s an agency of the Church. 

An interesting and unusual feature 
of the meeting was an illustrated lec- 
ture on the history of Catholic hos- 
pitals in Montana. Sister Agnes Ce- 
cilia of St. James Hospital, Butte, 
\lontana, prepared and presented this 
material. 

Father Flanagan reviewed some of 
the social factors which have neces- 
sarily affected nursing service and 
nursing education. He recommended 
the adoption of personnel policies and 
practices which would reflect the 
teachings of the Church in this 
respect and pointed out the necessity 
for understanding the needs and at- 
titudes of professional and non-pro- 
fessional help in the hospital organ- 
ization. 

At the Thursday morning session, 
Sister Mary, Nursing Education Con- 
sultant for the Sisters of Charity of 
Providence discussed the value of a 
cost analysis for a school of nursing 
and explained in a general way the 
method of making such an analysis, 
and the steps which should be taken 
to prepare for it. She also brought up 
the problem of recruitment of student 
nurses and recommended that our 
schools of nursing make better use of 
our Catholic high schools as sources 
irom which to draw students. 

In this session Father Flanagan 
reviewed the work of the February 
meeting of the Conference of Catholic 
Schools of Nursing. Sister Loretto 
\larie, a member of the Board of 
Directors of the Montana Blue Cross 
and of the Joint Board of Montana 
Physicians’ Service and Blue Cross 
reported to the conference on activi- 
\ies and policies of the two groups. 

At the business meeting in the 
afternoon the election of officers for 
the coming year took place. Sister 
Mary Lawrence, Administrator of 
Kalispell General Hospital was re- 
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elected President. Other officers 
elected were Sister M. Brendon, Mis- 
soula, first Vice-President, Mother 
Roberta, Havre, second Vice-Presi- 
dent, Sister Mary Bede, Missoula, 
Secretary, and Sister Eugenia, Hel- 
ena, Treasurer.

Rev. Aloysius J. Galo- 
witsch, director of hospitals in the 
Diocese of Bismarck, gave the first 
address which covered problems of 
personnel policies affecting graduate 
nurses and also the question of rates 
for welfare cases. Rev. John J. Flana- 
gan, S.J., executive director of the 
Catholic Hospital Association, pre- 
sented a paper on “Modern Problems 
in Nursing Education,” including a 
report on the St. Louis meeting. 

The afternoon session was opened 
by Rev. Anthony R. Peschel. His 
topic was public relations and in the 
discussion of it he cited instances in 
which the hospital administration can 
be misunderstood and misrepresented. 

Mr. John W. Tambert, C.P.A., ac- 
countant for the Sisters of St. Joseph, 
discussed cost analysis and controls 
in hospitals. He outlined value and 
methods of such an analysis for the 
hospital. Several important features 
were brought out in the discussion 
which followed. 

Mother Elma and Sister Jane pre- 
sented descriptions of retirement 
plans as they are now set up in St. 
Joseph’s Hospital, Minot, and St. 
Alexius Hospital, Bismarck. This 
proved a most interesting subject. 
The treatment of it gave evidence of 
the general interest which the Sisters 
have and also indicated the progress 
being made. 

Sister Mary Scholastica led a 
discussion about central schools of 
nursing in North Dakota which are 
being conducted by the Sisters of 
Mercy and Sisters of St. Joseph. Al- 
though there are serious problems of 
adjustment attendant upon such a 
joint effort, there was a general con- 
sensus that progress was being made 
toward a better program in nursing 
education. These activities in North 
Dakota are good examples of how 
schools can devise ways and means 
of meeting problems which they face 
and how the schools can co-operate 
to produce a better nursing educa- 
tion curriculum.

Sister M. Elaine, O.S.F., R.N., 
B.Sc. in nursing education, who wrote 
the excellent article on nursing re- 
cruitment in this issue, has consider- 
able experience in the art and science 
of combating the nursing shortage. 
Since 1927 she has been director of 
nurses of three different hospitals, the 
present one being St. Francis Hos- 
pital, Trenton, N. J., where she origi- 
nated the nationally known Organ- 
ization Chart discussed in her article. 
Earlier, she wrote and produced a 
pageant on History of Nursing which 
is available today in a 16mm. silent 
movie and slide form, and set up a 
collection of dolls dressed in original 
costume depicting the History of 
Nursing from the time of Christ to 
the present day. 

During the war, Sister Elaine 
served as chairman of the Nursing 
Council of War Service, Recruitment 
Committee of Lancaster County, 
Pennsylvania. She is a member of the 
Pennsylvania State Board of Nurse 
Examiners. 


Dr. E. M. Bluestone 

For the past 20 years Dr. E. M. 
Bluestone has been director of the 
Montefiore Hospital in New York 
City. Those years alone should amply 
qualify him to speak with authority 
on the value of a good public rela- 
tions program to a hospital, which he 
discusses so trenchantly in his article. 
But long before that he came to re- 
alize the close relationship between 
favorable public opinion and the wel- 
fare of a hospital; he was assistant 
director of Mount Sinai Hospital, 
New York, 1920-1926, and he was 
director of the Hadassah Medical 
Organization, Palestine, 1926-1928. 

Dr. Bluestone has held many re- 
sponsible offices in various organiza- 
tions.

Medico - Moral Problems 
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Problems Concerning Excessive 


Uterine Bleeding 


Question: In your April Number 
(pp. 147-48) you allowed the sup- 
pression of ovarian function by ir- 
radiation or excision of the ovaries 
for the prevention of metastasis from 
carcinoma of the breast. Are these 
same procedures ever permissible for 
the cure of excessive uterine bleed- 
ing? And may hysterectomy ever be 
allowed as a remedy for such bleed- 
ing? 


The principles to be applied in 
answering these questions were ex- 
plained in the April number of Hos- 
PITAL ProGREss (XXIX, 147-48). 
According to these principles, hys- 
terectomy, oophorectomy, or suppres- 
sion of ovarian function by irradia- 
tion may be allowed to cure uterine 
bleeding if these two conditions are 
fulfilled: (1) since each procedure 
results in sterility, there must be a 
sincere desire to remove pathology 
and not merely to induce sterility; 
and (2) there must be a proportion- 
ate reason for using the extreme 
measure. 

It is not difficult for a moralist to 
judge the first condition when the 
case presented to him involves a 
physician whom he knows to be com- 
petent and conscientious. But he 
must be very careful when giving 
general answers or when solving par- 
ticular cases that involve unknown 
physicians; for there are some doctors 
who have what I might term a 
‘sterilizing mentality.”” They believe 
that certain classes of patients should 
be sterilized. Yet they realize that 
a conscientious Catholic woman will 
not permit this, and they also know 
that they will not be permitted to 
perform a patently sterilizing opera- 
tion in a Catholic hospital. Conse- 
quently, under the guise of attacking 
pathology, they recommend treat- 
ments or operations which produce 
the desired result of sterilization, 
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though under another name. These 
doctors have what Father John Ford, 
S.J., referred to in The Linacre Quar- 
terly (X, 4-5) as a “disguised con- 
traceptive intent.” I do not say that 
there are many such physicians; but 
there are enough to make any ex- 
perienced moralist cautious in giving 
his answers. 


Proportionate Reason for 
Procedures 

Granted that there is no contra- 
ceptive intent, the procedures sug- 
gested in our question may be al- 
lowed for a proportionate reason. To 
judge whether there is such a reason 
one must know how serious is the 
pathology involved and whether it 
can be conveniently and effectively 
cured by less severe remedies. Here 
again the moralist’s problem is not 
extraordinarily difficult if the case 
is presented by a physician who is 
known to be competent and con- 
scientious. If such a man, especially 
after consultation, would judge that 
irradiation.of the ovaries, or oopho- 
rectomy, or hysterectomy, is the 
proper remedy for excessive uterine 
bleeding, the moralist could hardly 
fail to approve the decision. The 
fact that good medical authority 
would recommend such procedures 
would ordinarily be a clear sign that 
there is a sufficient reason to justify 
them morally. 

But when giving general answers 
or solving cases involving unknown 
physicians, the moralist must beware 
of a second danger which might be 
termed a ‘“multilating mentality.” | 
refer to the fact that some doctors, 
though not precisely inclined to steri- 
lize, are much too prone to resort 
to mutilations, especially through

surgery. Within the past year many 
competent medical men, both Catho- 
lic and non-Catholic, have told me 
that one of the growing evils in our 
hospitals is unnecessary surgery. Be- 
cause of their repeated statements to 
this effect, 1 believe that the moralist 
is justified — in fact, obliged — to be 
cautious when solving cases concern- 
ing drastic mutilations; for such mu- 
tilations, as was explained in the 
article on the prevention of metas- 
tasis, are morally justifiable only 
when it is not reasonably possible 
to produce the same benefit by less 
drastic means, 


illustrative Cases 

Just how serious must a condition 
be in order to allow a remedy which 
results in sterility? Must there be 
danger of death? or of permanent 
invalidism? Before giving a direct 
answer to this question, I should like 
to outline some cases of uterine bleed- 
ing that have been called to my 
attention in recent years. 

One case concerned a young 
woman whose menstrual period re- 
gularly lasted from ten to fifteen 
days, during which time she suffered 
great pain, and the bleeding was so 
excessive as to prevent her from doing 
her work. As I recall the matter, 
there was a possibility, but not a 
certainty, of curing her by means 
of a long and expensive treatment. 
On the other hand, a hysterectomy 
would definitely remove the trouble. 
The precise moral problem to be 
solved was this: could the girl licitly 
choose the hysterectomy in prefer- 
ence to the prolonged, expensive, and 
problematical treatment? 

A second case concerned a married 
woman who had had an operation for 
interposition of the uterus and, as 
a result of the operation, avas ex- 
periencing prolonged and very pain- 
ful menstrual periods. In her case, 
too, the bleeding was excessive, and 
her condition incapacitated her for 
a long period each month. Her phy- 
sician wished to know whether he 
would be morally justified in sup- 
pressing the ovarian function by ir- 
radiation in order to put a stop to 
the excessive bleeding and pain. 

In a third case the patient was 
approaching the menopause, but her 
periods were still regular every 
month, and during each period there 
was excessive bleeding lasting from 
five to fifteen days. The doctor 
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wished to stop the bleeding by X-ray 
treatment of the ovaries, which would 
almost certainly result in sterility. 
Incidentally, I have heard this same 
problem presented under slightly dif- 
ferent aspects: for example, I recall 
one case in which the doctor wished 
to stop the bleeding by oophorectomy, 
and another in which hysterectomy 
was suggested as the operation of 
choice. 

One final case: A young married 
woman who had three children had 
tuberculosis and was also afflicted by 
excessive menstrual bleeding over 
periods covering ten or twelve days. 
Several physicians consulted about 
the case were all of the opinion that 
the excessive bleeding was seriously 
harmful to one in her condition, and 
they wished to know whether it 
would be morally permissible to stop 
the uterine bleeding by hysterectomy. 


Solutions 

Such are the cases, as I recall 
them. I have cited them here either 
from memory or from rough notes, 
and it may be that I have omitted 
certain details of medical significance; 
yet even in their present form they 
will help to clarify our discussion. 
In none of the cases, as far as I 
could judge from the discussions, was 
there any question of a contraceptive 
purpose; in all of them there seemed 
to be a sincere desire to remedy the 
pathological condition of excessive 
bleeding, with its accompanying harm 
and discomfort. The precise problem 
in each case, therefore, would be this: 
Is there a sufficient reason to justify 
the proposed drastic procedure? 

In the first case, the bleeding is 
prolonged and heavy; the young 
woman is incapacitated for a long 
period each month. It seems to me 
that this is serious pathology, even 
though no malignancy or danger to 
life is involved. One suggested cure 
is hysterectomy, which, of course, 
would render the young woman per- 
manently sterile. The alternative cure 
is a treatment which will leave the 
reproductive system intact, but which 
will extend over a long period of 
time, will be very expensive, and 
will leave the cure somewhat doubtful. 

Granted that-this outline of the 
case is substantially correct, I believe 
that the girl would be justified in 
asking for the hysterectomy and that 
the doctor would be justified in per- 
forming the operation. For the treat- 
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ment; which is the only alternative 
remedy, involves much greater in- 
convenience and offers less hope of 
success. Under these circumstances 
the drastic mutilation (hysterectomy ) 
may be said to be the only reason- 
ably available and efficacious remedy. 

In the second case, we have a 
similar pathological condition; the 
menstrual period is lengthy, the 
bleeding excessive; the woman suf- 
fers great pain and is incapacitated 
for a long period each month. The 
only remedy suggested is suppression 
of ovarian function. If it is true that 
this is the only available and effective 
remedy, the solution to the case is 
comparatively simple: the doctor may 
suppress the ovarian function if the 
patient wishes it. 

In the third case, too, there is 
similar pathology. The various rem- 
edies suggested are all - drastic: 
namely, irradiation of the ovaries, 
oophorectomy, and hysterectomy. If 
simpler remedies are really lacking, 
the doctor is justified in choosing any 
of these three which would seem 
best from a medical point of view, 
and the patient could licitly submit 
to this remedy. The fact that this 
patient is nearing the menopause 
makes it easier to estimate the pro- 
portionate reason for the drastic pro- 
cedure, since the resultant sterility 
is less harmful to her than to a 
younger woman; but it does not 
change the case substantially. Even 
a younger woman could submit to 
one of these extreme remedies if other 
cures were unavailable. 

The fourth case introduces a new 
pathological factor: namely, that the 
bleeding is especially harmful because 
of the tubercular condition. This, as 
I understand it, was the judgment of 
all the doctors consulted on the case; 
and they were definitely not inter- 
ested in seeking an excuse for steril- 
izing the patient. Moreover, they 
seem to have agreed that hyster- 
ectomy was the best remedy. Under 
these circumstances the hysterectomy 
would be permissible, despite the fact 
that the woman was young and ob- 
viously quite fertile. 


Further Observations 
In cases such as these, especially 
the second and fourth, there would 
sometimes be a danger of disguised 
contraceptive intent on the part of 
the doctor. But, as I mentioned, this 
danger seemed absent; hence in my 


solutions I stressed only the question: 
is there a sufficient reason for per- 
mitting the mutilating treatment or 
operation? 

Would all theologians agree with 
the solutions I have given? I do not 
know; but I imagine there might be 
some differences of opinion. However, 
several moralists with whom I have 
discussed the cases agree with these 
solutions; hence I consider them safe 
applications of the principle of mu- 
tilation. 

Speaking of adolescent menorrhagia. 
Father Charles J. McFadden, O.S.A., 
insists that rest, change of environ 
ment, hormone therapy, and curettage 
must all be tried before submitting 
the patient to irradiation. He allow 
mild irradiation of the ovaries, with 
some risk of sterility, only as a last 
resort. Concluding this section, h: 
writes: 

“Assuming, therefore, that all oi 
the preliminary treatments have bee: 
tried and proved ineffective, and that 
the continuance of the bleeding repre 
sents a danger to life [italics mine} 
it would certainly appear morally per 
missible to run the above-mentioned 
risk of sterilization imposed by mild 
irradiation.” (Medical Ethics for 
Nurses, pp. 222-23.) 

As regards menorrhagia at the 
menopause, he allows the suppressio: 
of ovarian function, “if it is neces 
sary to take such steps in order t 
save the life of the woman or to pri 
vent permanent invalidism | italic: 
mine].” (p. 223) 

I would certainly agree with Fathe 
McFadden that all reasonable efforts 
should be made to cure the adolescent 
without exposing her to the dange: 
of sterility, but I do not think that 
the bleeding must actually endange: 
life in order to justify the risk o/ 
sterility. And I would hold a similar 
position with regard to drastic pro 
cedures at the menopause: other cure 
should be tried if reasonably avail 
able, but it is not necessary to have 
danger of death or of permanent 
invalidism in order to justify extrem: 
measures such as_ hysterectomy 
oophorectomy, or irradiation of ova- 
ries. Perhaps I am here reading too 
much into the expression, “permanent 
invalidism”:; but I think Fathe: 
Patrick Finney, C.M., puts the matte: 
more accurately when he says that 
such mutilations are permissible to 
remove the cause of “serious detri

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Nuns Can Teach Religion 


THE “Interim Session” of the 
A.M.A., House of Delegates, Cleve- 
land, January 5-6, 1948, reported 
study of the problem of nursing edu- 
cation. There was substantial and 
immediate unanimity about the 
qualifications which the medical pro- 
fession desires in a nurse. These 
qualifications are the human qualities 
of a woman at her best in aiding 
suffering human beings. 

It is, of course, of immediate prac- 
tical concern to the Catholic schools 
of nursing that curriculum revision 
is in the air. Our concern is that we, 
as Catholics, have to be ready with 
a concrete, definite, and workable 
program which can be presented and 
insisted on as our own right in the 
field of nursing education. When the 
debate is on about uniformity in 
nursing school curricula, the Catholic 
nursing schools must present the 
peculiarly typical aspects of a Cath- 
olic program. It will be of little value 
later to lament that we have been 
swept along by a coercive movement 
and have not now room for formal 
courses in religion if our nurses are 
not to be handicapped in their pro- 
fessional standing. 

It is this point that makes our 
present study of religion in the 
scheme of things of a Catholic 
nursing school so imperative. We 
must get ready to demand and re- 
ceive our rights, for we are actually 
trying to defend the rights of God 
in the requirements for properly edu- 
cating a professional nurse. 

Last month we indicated how in 
our view a nun could very well teach 
an item in the course in formal re- 
ligion about which we had written — 
a course, constructed by a nursing 
nun, and intended to be taught by a 
nun. The modernly styled “inferiority 
complex” was our illustration. 


Teaching Emotional Control 

This time we wish to treat the 
manner of learning to control one’s 
emotions, which is also a part of 
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Catholic character formation. We 
need not point out that this subject 
belongs in a religion course before 
almost anything else. It may be 
taught in other courses in the school 
of nursing, but it cannot be taught 
wholly except where the total mo- 
tive is taught. As it is both a spir- 
itual and a temporal work of mercy, 
obviously the motive will be over- 
whelmingly religious. There is a uni- 
versal demand for a nurse to be 
“human, understanding, sympathetic 
without being saccharine or maudlin 
or foolishly emotional.” The medical 
profession expects these qualities in 
a nurse, the nursing profession ex- 
pects them, the pospital administra- 
tors expect them. 

We think that every true woman 
has in herself the capacity for the 
development of this quality to a 
marked degree. Woman was made by 
Almighty God as “helpmate” to man. 
She can comfort, she can inspire, she 
can stiffen the moral fiber of a man 
— in a word, she can nurse the sick. 

But the moment she embarks on 
this magnificent crusade, she finds 
herself running headlong into the 
commonplace problem of subjecting 
her emotions to the discipline of 
obedience. She is ordered about. She 
is told to take directions. Even in 
matters where she feels that her own 
heart is her best guide, she is dis- 
ciplined, she is subjected to formal 
routines, she is made to conform to 
patterns. It is beside the point to 
say that training means discipline. 
The student nurse can feel acutely 
that she is being cramped in her per- 
sonality, run into a mold. 


The True Meaning of “Rule” 

We can approach our problem by 
asking our readers to consult their 
own experience on this one point: 
“What do you do when you are faced 
with a ‘hated’ rule?” That question 
does make concrete the essence of 
the point we wish to treat. It is not 
a simple matter. It involves our 


understanding of just what rules are. 

To a nun the very word “Rule” is 
exceedingly rich. It is rich in emo- 
tional and rational content. She is 
guided, willingly and happily, by her 
Rule. 

But let us for a moment look into 
the mind of the student nurse. She 
is a girl who comes from every sort 
of home under heaven: from a good 
home, from an indifferent one, from 
a poor home, sometimes from a 
broken home. Anyway, she is a child 
of her age, an age which understands 
“rules” very badly. Her age has dis- 
ciplined her, perhaps, very poorly; 
and has set about teaching her a set 
of values that are certainly more con- 
cerned with the present life than 
with the life-to-come. It is often 
heard that her age has taught her to 
seek herself. But it is God’s truth 
that she is nevertheless, a woman, a 
Christian; in Catholic schools, she is 
in the majority of cases a Catholic. 
She has a “philosophy of life’’ which 
antecedently does not close her ears 
to the rational appeals of the Church 
and the compelling example of Christ 
in the matter of obedience. 

Now, who is better fitted than a 
nun to teach such a person the ra- 
tional uses of obedience? The nun 
leads her life ‘‘under obedience.”’ She 
knows by long years of happy ex- 
ercise what it means to obey. The 
appealing figure of Christ, who is 
authority itself, for He is God, is the 
real source of her obligations. She 
has vowed to obey Him. But she 
hears His voice through many media. 
She loves to obey Him, and therefore 
has learned to receive His commands 
even when they come from lips which 
she does not feel are the lips of a 
congenial person. She knows, in fact 
and in theory, that there is only one 
way to be happy. And that is to sub- 
mit willingly and generously to Christ 
who often speaks through channels 
which are neither perfectly wise nor 
perfectly expert. 


Obedience Has Subjective Side 

All this is objective. The nun, 
better than anyone else on earth, 
knows the subjective side of obedi- 
ence, too. She knows how a person 
feels when she puts her own reason 
to the task of cheerfully and honestly 
executing commands which her own 
wisdom might dispute, and against 
which her own feelings are rebellious. 

Now before we attempt to clinch 
our argument, which is that the nun 
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is an ideal teacher of how to submit 
one’s emotions to authority, let us 
face a very simple question: “Can a 
Sister teach a student nurse to de- 
velop the same sincere acceptance of 
disagreeable rules as she herself has 
acquired?” 

A nun who is prepared to be an 
instructor in a school of nursing not 
only possesses the educational back- 
ground necessary to teach this sub- 
ject, but she can also draw upon the 
rich experience of her religious life. 
Such a Sister knows, better than any- 
one, that she cannot let her feelings 
run away with her. She knows that 
no matter how she feels today, she 
must be amiable, patient, kind, un- 
derstanding, sympathetic, efficient. 
She can take herself in hand and 
after fifteen minutes with the blessed 
Lord in chapel or church, she can 
come out ready for anything in the 
day’s routine, no matter how hard 
or how galling. 

She can do her admirable work 
and perform many unpleasant tasks 
because she looks upon herself as 
an instrument in the merciful Hands 
of Christ rendering service to His 
afflicted and His poor, no matter 
how wealthy they may be. 

And she wills in her daily life to 
keep that comforting truth of Christ 
squarely before her eyes. This day, 
it may be, she needs supremely te 
keep a firm grip on the Hand of 
Christ or else she will sink back into 
being a person of no comfort to any- 
one and a torment to herself. For 
this may be the very day that she 
has to “work with that-old-Dr. Doe 
who is so crabby.” 


Theory vs. True Knowledge 

This is all it really means to show 
the students what the co-operation of 
mind and will can and must be, in 
securing mastery of the emotions in 
the difficult art of nursing! Let the 
text offer the definitions of these 
“high-falutin” things. The nun can 
tell the truth about it all, right from 
her own heart, and she can set the 
ears of her students a-tingle with the 
glory of her simple faith and of her 
sure grasp of truth. 

If the Sister gets confused and 
tongue-tied thinking that possibly she 
is telling the secrets of her own 
heart, she should remember that her 
secrets are the basic truth of the 
great Captain, Christ, who loves each 
individual soul; that, therefore, she 
is not revealing the truth in her own

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heart except in so far as she is setting 
forth the truth of Christ. Let her 
forget that it is she who talks. Let 
her remember that it is the same 
blessed Christ who talks through her 
lips as once talked in Galilee.

(Concluded from page 222) 
ment” to the woman’s general health. 
(See Moral Problems in Hospital 
Practice, p. 18, q. 47.) In all the 
illustrative cases I cited in this article 
the uterine bleeding was certainly a 
serious detriment to general health, 
even though it did not endanger life. 


Summary 

We can summarize the principal 
points of this discussion by briefly 
restating the answer to the questions 
proposed at the beginning. Hyster- 
ectomy, oophorectomy, or suppres- 
sion of ovarian function by irradia- 
tion may be allowed to remedy 
uterine bleeding when such bleeding 
is a source of serious detriment to 
health and when less extreme rem- 
edies are not reasonably available. 
The patient’s consent should be had; 
and both patient and doctor should 
sincerely wish to remove the path- 
ology and not merely seek an excuse 
for a contraceptive measure.

Recruiting Student Nurses 


Unlike the weather, recruitment is 
the subject both of conversation and 
action. Shortly before World War II 
nursing completely reversed its policy 
if limiting admissions and closing 
chools by initiating a program de- 
signed to attract young women to the 
profession. First the war emergency 
and more recently the post-war crisis 
have stimulated recruitment efforts 
until they have become an accepted 
function of the profession and its 
schools. 

The nation-wide shortage of nurses 
has proved to be both an advantage 
and a disadvantage to recruitment 
efforts. Personal experience has made 
the public acutely aware of the need 
ior nurses. At the same time, the criti- 
cisms which have been leveled at the 
Srofession in widely circulated publi- 
cations have discouraged, perhaps, 
some interested young women from 
entering a field which is subject to 
such attacks. 


Obstacles Within Profession 

Unrest within the profession may 
account for some of our recruitment 
difficulties, also. A study of a metro- 
politan area, made recently by a grad- 
uate student in nursing education, 
revealed that 50 per cent of the high 
school students interviewed had been 
discouraged from entering nursing by 
R. N.’s themselves. We can scarcely 
blame a young woman from hesitating 
to enter a profession whose own mem- 
bers are so disgruntled that they will 
not recommend it to others. 

A second graduate study in nursing 
education in another metropolitan 
area revealed that high school guid- 
ance personnel in that locality lacked 
sufficient knowledge of the nursing 
profession adequately to counsel their 
students who might be interested in 
the field. Obviously, then, they would 
not be equipped to stimulate interest 
in the profession. Also, the emotional 
appeal of serving in a war emergency 
is gone, and with it, the attractions 
which the Cadet Corps offered the 
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student nurse. All of these the recruit- 
ment program must overcome. Not 
only does it seek to bring nursing to 
the attention of America’s young 
women as a field to be considered in 
choosing their careers, but it must 
overcome the prejudice, the misin- 
formation, and the lack of informa- 
tion prevalent. Individual nurses 
must realize that they are doing a 
grave disservice by allowing their own 
momentary dissatisfactions to be 
communicated to young women as in- 
dicative of the type of life one might 
find in nursing. The efforts of the 
nursing profession to provide the nec- 
essary nursing care for the nation 
and to improve the personnel policies 
for its members should eliminate the 
chief source of criticism against the 
field, both from within and from 
without. 


Students in Recruitment Activities 

If some graduate nurses discourage 
the selection of nursing as a profes- 
sion, their influence can, perhaps, be 
overcome by the appearance of stu- 
dents in recruitment activities. And 
the student nurses should understand 
how far-reaching can be the effects 
of taking her troubles with her on 
her time off duty. 

The campaign sponsored by the 
American Hospital Association and 
the ANA uses every possible channel 
to distribute information about nurs- 
ing, so that a better informed public 
may be more willing to furnish mem- 
bers for the profession. 

As Sister Elaine notes in her ex- 
cellent article describing the Trenton 
Plan, elsewhere in this issue, co-oper- 
ation is the keynote in effective re- 
cruitment. On a local and regional 
basis, schools of nursing are uniting 
their efforts to recruit for the profes- 
sion, rather than for a particular 
school of nursing. And yet, the very 
fact that the program is localized in 
nature attracts most of the students 
to the participating schools. 

Reports of recruitment activity in 


Catholic schools of nursing which 
have reached the central office in- 
dicate a clear understanding of the 
task to be performed. In two in- 
stances, the value of providing ad- 
ditional service to high school coun- 
selors has been recognized. The 
recruitment committee for the three 
Catholic schools of nursing in Denver, 
Colorado, arranges to have a graduate 
egistered nurse available in the high 
school for periodic conferences. In 
connection with a statewide recruit- 
ment program, St. Joseph’s Hospital, 
Providence, Rhode Island, sponsored 
a tea and guidance program for the 
guidance counselors of all high schools 
in the state. 

Advantages of Personal Contacts 

Personal contacts made between 
nurses and those who might enter 
the field still seem to be the most 
desirable features of a recruitment 
program. The creating of an oppor- 
tunity for high school students to 
visit a nurses’ home and a hospital; 
to see nurses at work; to talk with 
student nurses; to learn from them 
the satisfaction to be found in nurs- 
ing, which cannot be communicated 
adequately on paper, but must be 
accompanied by the enthusiasm 
which only a vitally interested stu- 
dent or graduate nurse can display. 
No doubt but that the radio and the 
press have helped to stimulate in- 
terest in nursing; however, that in- 
terest can be fostered best by giving 
the girl a chance to investigate nurs- 
ing herself. 

An important phase of the recruit- 
ment program has been the establish- 
ment of scholarships that eligible 
students may be given the financial 
assistance necessary to enable them 
to enter the school of nursing. 

At St. Anne’s Hospital, Chicago, 
Illinois, both the alumnae association 
and the senior class have been re- 
sponsible for establishing funds for 
financial assistance. The alumnae as- 
sociation’. gift to the school of nurs- 
ing provides a $330 scholarship each 
year to a deserving pre-clinical stu- 
dent. The senior class of 1948 has 
established a $200 fund from which 
the administrator may grant loans to 
deserving students. 

The St. Joseph Mercy Hospital 
Auxiliary, Pontiac, Michigan, has 
pledged, $1,000 annually to be used 
for needy prospective students in the 
school of nursing. A similar fund has 
been established by the senior class 
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of St. Agnes Hospital, School of Nurs- 
ing, Baltimore, Maryland. Their gift 
of $550 has established the Anne 
Rauth Scholarship Fund, in memory 
of the class’s Nursing Arts instructor, 
who died last year. St. Joseph’s Hos- 
pital Guild, St. Joseph, Missouri, has 
established a scholarship-loan fund 
which will award a three year schol- 
arship to a local high school graduate 
on the basis of competitive examina 
tions. 

In view of the general interest 


which has been expressed by Sister 
nurse educators, a sectional meeting 
on “organizing effective recruiting 
programs” has been arranged for the 
Catholic Hospital Association’s con- 
vention this year. This section meet- 
ing will be held on Wednesday morn- 
ing, June 9. Though recruitment 
efforts have been intensified, nursing 
needs continue to expand. The future, 
offering no prospect of an oversupply, 
indicates that the Recruitment Com- 
mittee is here to stay. 


Biennial Convention of N.C.C.N. 


Active participation and leadership 
in professional activities was re- 
quested by the National Council of 
Catholic Nurses in convention in 
Boston, Massachusetts, May 7-9. 
The recommendations adopted at the 
closing business session ask for a 
program of recruitment to supple- 
ment ‘the efforts of other national 
nursing organizations; the promotion 
of the highest standards of nursing 
education; the achievement of more 
satisfactory relationships between 
nursing service personnel and admin- 
istration; and increased awareness by 


Catholic nurses of their responsibility 
for leadership. 

More than 600 representatives of 
43 diocesan councils of Catholic 


nurses in 27 states attended this 
fourth biennial convention of the 
NCCN and voted an increase in dues 
to the national organization to stimu- 
late the growth of the council and 
increase service to its members. 

At the opening session, Most Rev. 
Robert E. Lucey, S.T.D., expressed 
the theme of the meeting in his ad- 
dress, “Service to the Patient — 
Service to Christ,”’ when he reminded 
the nurses that the essential dignity 
of the patient they serve comes from 
his likeness to God. Miss May A. 
Mahar, R.N., dean, Boston College 
School of Nursing, spoke of the “Pro- 
fessional, Personal, and Spiritual Sa- 
tisfaction of Nursing.” 

Subsequent program sessions de- 
veloped the service to the patient in 
the field of psychiatry, with addresses 
by Rev. Dr. James E. Hayden, Cath- 
olic University, Washington, D. C.; 
Dr. Frederick J. Rosenheim, co-direc- 
tor, Judge Baker Guidance center, 
Boston, Mass., and Miss Margaret C. 
Kelleher, R.N., associate director of 
nurses and school of nursing, Butler 
Hospital, Providence, R. I.

“Responsibility of the Catholic 
School of Nursing for Leadership” 
was the subject of an address by 
Rev. Anthony G. Carroll, S.J, regent, 
Boston College School of Nursing. 
Father Carroll viewed the lack of 
dynamic Catholic leadership as an 
indictment of the Catholic schools of 
nursing, which shows itself in failure 
to impart to their students proper 
motivation and a sense of responsi- 
bility for leadership. Miss Claire A. 
Favreau, R.N., senior supervisor of 
nursing education, Department of 
Education, Albany New York, sug- 
gested concrete measures by which 
Catholic schools of nursing could im- 
prove standards of nursing education 
and provide for their leadership in 
the field. 

Increased Competency in 
Nursing 

A symposium on ‘Responsibility 
for Increased Competency in Nursing 
Care” included as participants Sister 


M. Henrietta, R.N., S.S.M., associate 
professor of nursing education, St. 
Louis University, St. Louis, Mo., 
whose address concerned the respon- 
sibility of the head nurse and super- 
visor; Miss Marie Scherer Andrews, 
R.N., instructor of orthopedic nurs- 
ing, Boston University School oi 
Nursing, who spoke of the need for 
greater competency in the field of 
orthopedic nursing; and Sister Mar- 
garet Marie, R.N., pediatric super- 
visor, St. Catherine’s Hospital, Brook- 
lyn, N. Y., who discussed our re- 
sponsibility in the field of pediatrics. 

Most Rev. Richard J. Cushing, 
D.D., Archbishop of Boston, was the 
principal speaker at the banquet on 
Saturday evening, May 8, when h 
emphasized that for the Catholic, 
nursing is first and foremost a voca- 
tion.

In summary, here are some of the general considera- 
tions advanced by Mr. Quincy Howe at the concluding 
session of the Assembly: 

1. . . . “the great achievement of this assembly is that 


so many different experts in so many different fields have 
reached agreement on so many subjects.” 

2. The many areas of overlapping interests in the 
sectional topics. 

3. The need for more data, expressed by every section 
chairman, before accurate conclusions and acceptable 
programs can be formulated. 

4. The absence of serious conflict, generally speaking, 
within the sections and between the conclusions of the 
various section reports. 

5. The emphasis upon ‘research’ which occurred in 
almost every section. 

6. The shortages in personnel of every kind, also re- 
ferred to by almost every section chairman. 

7. Financial aspects in every section. 

8. Co-operation of all, the most important factor in 
any health program. 

Though seemingly included in each section, the special 
interests of the hospital field easily can be cited by a 
review of the program; these might be said to include 
Personnel (Section 1), Facilities (Section 2), Chronic 
Disease (Section 4), Maternal and Child Health (Sec- 
tion 5), Rural Health (Section 6), Research (Section 7), 
Planning (Section 9), Rehabilitation (Section 10), and 
Mental Health (Section 12). Other sections dealt in- 
directly with some matters affecting hospitals.

called “waterproof” waxes are ex- 
tremely difficult to remove from the 
surface of the floor. 

3. Dirt Resistance: A good wax 
will hold the dirt near the surface 
so that it may be removed easily 
by either dry cleaning with a brush 
or steel wool, or by light wet 
mopping. 

4. Wear Resistance: The wax 
should not be so soft that it tracks 
away in appreciable quantities, yet 
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it should not be so hard that, instead 
of wearing smoothly, it granulates 
from the floor. 

5. Lustre: Wax should be clear 
and not impair the natural beauty 
of the floor, even if viewed in 
reflected light. The quality of the 
sheen is much a matter of personal 
taste rather than a required property 
of the protective coating. 


Some Suggestions 
These properties found in a protec- 
tive coating of wax greatly aid in 


formulating an efficient and econ- 
nomical maintenance program. 

As a guarantee for trouble free 
floor maintenance remember the 
following points: 

1. Deal with well 
reliable concerns. 

2. Use only quality merchandise, 
remembering that the final criterion 
is the cost per square foot of clean- 
ing, not the cost per pound of cleaner. 

3. Have a basic knowledge of your 
floors and their composition. 

4. Protect where advisable with 
a coating of good wax. 

5. Probably most important is 
common sense in application.

HEALTH FELLOWSHIPS 

World Health Organization fellow- 
ships have been granted to 190 physi- 
cians, nurses, and public health special- 
ists during the first 11 months of the 
1947 fellowship program. Ninety-nine 
awards have been made for study in the 
United States and Canada, and 91 for 
work in Europe, Great Britain, and 
the U.S.S.R. 

Fellows come from six European and 
three Far Eastern countries, as follows: 
Austria, 9; China, 38; Czechoslovakia, 
32; Finland, 10; Greece, 2; Korea, 4; 
the Philippine Republic, 3; Poland 57; 
and Yugoslavia, 35. 

‘Through the fellowships, WHO 
intends to foster the spread of medical 
knowledge to the widest possible extent 
and to aid in rehabilitating public health 
in the countries most ravaged by war. 
Fellows are nominated by their govern- 
ments and follow a plan of study 
approved jointly by the national gov- 
ernment and WHO. 


UNIFICATION OF 
PHARMACOPOEIAS 
The Expert Committee on the Uniti- 
cation of Pharmacopoeias considered 
543 drugs for inclusion in an interna- 
tional pharmacopoeia as one phase of 
the work of its first session, held in 
Geneva, October 13-17. Of the drugs 
discussed, 248 were deemed of primary 
importance for immediate attention and 
inclusion, 90 were classed as valuable 
but not of immediate importance, and 
205 were excluded after discussion. 
Seventy-three monographs on drugs 
to be included in the international 
pharmacopoeia now have been adopted 
by the Committee; of these, 30 were 
considered at the recent session. In addi- 
tion, the Committee decided to include 
a table giving the mode of administra- 
tion and doses. It agreed on the neces- 
sity for an international nomenclature 
of new drugs, and discussed the in- 
clusion of trademarked drugs.

Harold F. Knutson of Minne- 
sota, chairman of the House Ways and 
Means Committee, which is reviewing 
the nation’s tax structure. 

The letter, signed by Msgr. M. F. 
Griffin, president of the association.

provide public service just as much as 
government hospitals and, therefore, are 
entitled to the same exemption from 
excise taxes. 


FLORIDA 
Hospital Dietary Institute 

The institute on Planning and Ad- 
ministration of the Hospital Dietary 
Department, conducted by the American 
Hospital Association for the Southeast- 
ern states, will be held at the Soreno 
Hotel, St. Petersburg, Fla., January 12 
to 16. 

Conducted jointly by the Associa- 
tion’s Council on Professional Practice 
and the Council on Hospital Planning 
and Plant Operation, the institute will 
give special emphasis to the hospital as 
a health center. Nutrition as an aspect 
of community health; construction and 
planning details for the food service:

Charitable donations of up to 15 per 
cent of adjusted gross income of indi- 
viduals, and up to five per cent of net 
taxable corporation incomes are exempt 
from income tax according to current 
laws, according to the booklet, “Your 
Gifts to Hospitals Through Taxes.” 

From $185.25 saved on a $5,000 gift 
to $95,000 on a $250,000 donation, sub- 
stantial economies can be made, the 
association states.

In addition to extensive work in civic 
and medical groups, Dr. O’Reilly, him- 
self cripplied from birth and wearing 
an artificial leg, was a pioneer in the 
fight against infantile paralysis. In the 
1930’s he advocated private and public 
aid to victims of cerebral palsy, which 
he termed the “most neglected handi- 
cap.” He worked for state and national 
legislation for the benefit of the handi- 
capped, and for revision of insurance 
laws to encourage employment of handi- 
capped persons. 


St. Vincent Head Appointed 

Sister Mary Vincent has been ap- 
pointed director of St. Vincent’s Sani- 
tarium in St. Louis. She served for 
seven years as administrator of Provi- 
dence Hospital in Waco, Texas. The 
new director at Providence Hospital will 
be Sister Margaret, whom Sister Mary 
Vancent replaces at St. Vincent.

Hospital’s Anniversary 

St. Clare’s Hospital in New York, 
opened in 1934 with a capacity of 34 
beds, will soon be equipped to handle 
421 patients. 

The hospital operations were begun 
in 1934 by the Sisters of the Third 
Order Regular of St. Francis. Since that 
time two modern wings and a separate 
unit for post-operative and eye, ear, 
nose, and throat cases have been added. 
Another addition, with six floors, base- 
ment, and sun deck, now being built, 
will be completed in early 1948. 


Hospital Honors 15-Year Workers 
The New York  Hospital-Cornell 
Medical Center honored at a dinner 200 
men and women who have served the 
institution for fifteen years or more, 
Dr. Stanhope Bayne-Jones, president of 
the joint administrative board of the 
hospital and the university announced. 
The board sponsored the dinner which 
also marked the fifteenth anniversary of 
the opening of the Medical Center at its 
present location. The modern buildings 
house the New York Hospital, Cornell 
Medical College, and the Cornell Uni- 
versity-New York Hospital School of 
Nursing. In addition, teaching programs 
are conducted for dietitians, X-ray 
technicians, post-graduate nurses, at- 
tendants, orderlies, and ward clerks. 


Building Fund Campaign Planned 

The building fund campaign planned 
for St. Peter’s Hospital in Albany will 
be carried on during the months of 
January and February, 1948. A fund 
of -$500,000 will be sought to pay for 
part of the new wing now under con- 
struction. 

The facilities of St. Peter’s Hospital 
opened in 1930 have been found in- 
sufficient to meet the needs of the 
increasing numbers seeking hospitaliza- 
tion. The present capacity of the hospi- 
tal is 150 beds. The new wing of the 
hospital, rapidly nearing completion, is 
designed to provide an additional 150 
beds for patients. 

Costs of materials and labor, con- 
stantly advanced since July, 1946, when 
the contracts were assigned for con- 
struction work, make an appeal to the 
public for financial assistance impera-

tive. Estimates of the cost of construc- 
tion, made a year ago, are already far 
exceeded. The new wing when completed 
will have necessitated the expenditure of

pre-natal examination and workmen’s 

compensation. 


Nurses’ Act 

The report of the Committee on 
Nursing and Nursing Education was 
presented by Sister M. Evangeline, 
chairman of this committee. Accord- 
ing to her report the committee had 
given considerable attention to the 
Ontario Nurses’ Act which provided 
for the professional control of nurs- 
ing education and practice and the 
compulsory licensing of all who nurse. 
Responses to questionnaires indicated 
the increased interest in nurses 
assistants and the growing belief that 
they have a part to play in organ- 
ized nursing. 

Holy Mass was celebrated for 
those attending the convention 8:00 
o'clock Thursday morning by Rev- 
erend Hector L. Bertrand, S.J., pres- 
ident of the Catholic Hospital Coun- 
cil of Canada. The sermon was given 
by the Reverend John G. Fullerton, 


| spiritual director of the Conference. 


Meetings were resumed at 9:00 


| o'clock in the auditorium of St. 


Michael’s Hospital. The Reverend 
President of the Catholic Hospital 
Council of Canada presented a formal 
paper on the organization of a medi- 
cal staff in a large hospital. 


Organization of the Medical Staff 

Father Bertrand first stressed the 
value of an organized staff not only 
for the benefit of the patient but for 
the good of the entire hospital. He 
stressed the importance of an exec- 
utive committee and a committee on 
credentials in addition to the other 
regular committees of a medical staff 
organization. 

In discussing the essentials of a 
well organized medical staff, the 
speaker emphasized the importance 
of by-laws which define the rights, 
obligations, and privileges of doctors 
on the staff. These by-laws should be 
written, well defined, and reasonably 
brief. These - by-laws, after being 
accepted by the staff, must be 
approved by the governing board and 
after such approval carry the weight 
of delegated authority to the staff. 

In his paper, Father Bertrand in- 
sisted that it is not the staff by-laws 


only that make the hospital, it is the 
spirit in which rules and regulations 
of the by-laws are carried out both 
by the staff and the governing board. 
Excellent co-operation is the first 
essential requisite to success. “Give 
me this co-operation and I will pro- 
duce the best hospital care possible 
— without this co-operation, even the 
best staff of surgeons and physicians 
will produce only mediocre results.” 


Nursing Education 

Father Bertrand was asked to go 
beyond his program commitment by 
talking on nursing education. He has 
given much attention to this field and 
has studied its problems rather inten- 
sively. This second talk centered 
around the Dominion registration of 
nurses. The reasons in favor of this 
measure, he said, were: (1) reciproc- 
ity between provinces; (2) improve- 
ment of standards in schools; (3) 
more power to the Canadian nurses 
Association, and (4) promotion of 
uniformity in education. 

As he saw it, the disadvantages 
would be: (1) Loss of Provincial 
autonomy; (2) higher standards may 
tend to decrease enrollment. 

Father Bertrand reported that the 
Council on Nursing Education in 
Canada recommended that the Sisters 
should know the entire plan and the 
objectives before expressing a final 
opinion, that there should be Cath- 
olic representation on any examining 
board, that Dominion examinations 
without registration would be toler- 
ated and that accreditation by a 
national body could be tolerated, but 
not evaluation. 


Central Schools 

In_ discussing central schools, 
Father Bertrand pointed out that in 
such a system better teaching facil- 
ities would be available and there 
would be an opportunity to study 
under better trained teachers and 
that there would be a definite saving 
of equipment, etc. 

On the other hand, he reminded 
his audience, there would be a lack 
of correlation between theory and 
practice, the danger of a wrong 
philosophy of life, conflict of prin- 
ciples of selectivity in candidates, 
loss of spirit and ideals of a partic- 
ular school. 

The Council on Nursing Education 
recommended that, if there could-not 
be central schools under Catholic

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auspices and control, then the prin- 
ciple of centralized schools should 
be opposed. 


Economic Security for Nurses 
Dr. Allen B. Noble, anesthetist at 
the Hotel Dieu Hospital, Kingston, 
read a paper on “The Recovery 
Room in the Small Hospital.” This 
paper will appear in a later issue of 
HosPiItAL PROGRESS. 
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* PROVIDENCE + RHODE ISLAND 


The Reverend James P. Sullivan, 
diocesan director of hospitals, spoke 
on “The Economic Security Program 
for Nurses.” Father Sullivan ex- 
pressed regret that the general public 
did not know more about the prob- 
lem and that the Sisters did not take 
a more active part in the Registered 
Nurses Association and thus aid in 
raising the level of nursing education 
and service. He urged that the nurses 
should have more security against 
unemployment than the friendliness 
of their registry. He urged the Sisters 


to do their part to obtain economic 
security for the nurses. 


The Pilot Cancer Clinic 

Dr. Ronald C. Burr, director of 
the Ontario Cancer Foundation, 
opened the afternoon session with his 
paper describing the work of the Pilot 
Cancer Clinic. In this paper he dis- 
cussed the nature and causes of 
cancer, the method of spread of 
cancer, methods of diagnosis, treat- 
ment, research, and the work of the 
Pilot Cancer Clinic. 

He urged that people and institu- 
tions support established centers 
where research is being carried on in 
the hope that new discoveries will be 
made. He also indicated the impor- 
tance of early reporting of the disease 
so that improved results can be ob- 
tained from the knowledge and facil- 
ities already at hand. 


Health in Ontario 
The Honorable Russell T. Kelley, 
Minister of Health in Ontario 
addresed the Sisters and outlined the 
complex problems with which his 
office had to deal. He spent some 
time in explaining that even in these 
modern times, there were districts in 
which sanitation and health care 

needed very much attention. 


Spiritual Motives and Objectives 

The final paper on the program 
was given by Father Jobn J. Flana- 
gan, S.J., executive director of the 
Catholic Hospital Association of the 
United States and Canada. The 
theme of his paper was that a spir- 
itual ideal motivated every phase and 
every activity in nursing. Even the 
scientific, technical, and purely physi- 
cal aspects of it were performed be- 
cause of the religious motivation. And 
since it was done in honor of God 
and for love of God and man, it 
should be accomplished with the 
same perfection as any purely spir- 
itual or religious exercise. For the 
same reason, Catholic hospitals 
should be outstanding in facilities, 
equipment, and service. Any standard 
aiming at less than the best possible 
would be unworthy of the spiritual 
and religious objective of Catholic 
nursing.

Experiences of the last war should 
convince the United States that one of 
the great dangers in education is that 
“we lagged behind” in the field of 
science, His Eminence Samuel Cardinal 
Stritch, archbishop of Chicago, told 
some 1100 young women students of 
Xavier University in New Orleans.

“We have been practical, we have 
been clever in the invention and pro- 
duction, but we have not been out- 
standing in the field of pure scientific 
research,” the Cardinal said.

Seek Stomach Cancer Detection 


A hope that economical mass radiog- 
raphy, which has proven so effective in 
the detection of early tuberculosis, will 
prove to be as valuable a diagnostic 
weapon in stomach cancer is being tested 
in a study begun at the Johns Hopkins 
Hospital on January 2. 

The method used is an adaptation of 
the technique now used for tuberculosis 
detection, the photofluorographic process 
in which a fluoroscopic image of the 
chest is recorded on small films, simply 
and inexpensively. 

The work is being conducted by Dr. 
Russell H. Morgan, Dr. John F. Roach 
and Dr. Robert D. Sloan of the Depart- 
ment of Radiology of the Johns 
Hopkins Hospital and the Johns Hopkins 
University School of Medicine. It is 
aided by a grant from the United States 
Public Health Service. 

Although it is hoped to examine 
10,000 patients during the first year, the 
scientists emphasized that this is just 
a pilot study to evaluate the potential 
worth of applying the techniques to 
extremely large population groups as 
a routine public health measure, as is 
now done in the tuberculosis detection 
program. 

Statistics on stomach cancer show the 
necessity for the earliest possible diag- 
nosis. By the time the clinical symptoms 
are evident, it is generally too late for 
the surgeon to help. Eighty per cent of 
the victims are inoperable when the 
diagnosis is established. Figures show 
that in every 100 white women and 100 
white men who develop cancer, 59 
cases will involve the digestive system 
and 35 of the 59 will be dead within 
a year. The stomach has a higher in- 
cidence of cancer than all the other 
anatomical components of the digestive 
system (liver, pancreas, etc.) combined.

Vets Score Euthanasia Plea 

The Catholic War Veterans will op- 
pose any attempt in New York to enact 
proposed “mercy killing” legislation, it 
has been announced by Paul L. Murphy, 
New York State commander of the 
organization. He declared that eutha- 
nasia is a “terrible proposal spawned by 
an atheistic totalitarian regime’ and 
contended that it is “a product of 
Hitler’s Nazi Germany.” Shortly after 
Mr. Murphy’s statement was issued, a 
petition signed by 1,000 physicians in 
New York State approving the proposed 
legislation was sent to every member of 
the New York legislature.

The study shows 
that since 1943 overall costs have in- 
creased 80 per cent distributed over 
every department of the hospital’s 
services. 

Occupancy at the hospital has in- 
creased from 82 per cent: of capacity 
to 87 per cent for the same period. 

Operating room expenses have in- 
creased 120 per cent, and laundry is 
up 150 per cent. Meals are up 26 per 
cent and X-ray film has gone up 30 
per cent. 

The average daily cost of care for a 
person for one day in the hospital has 
increased 60 per cent since 1943 — 46 
per cent for a semi-private patient; 47 
per cent for private patients, 44 per 
cent for clinic visits costs, and 73 per 
cent for ward patients. 

Hospital administrators point out that 
these increases are largely the result of 
higher costs of operation but also of 
an expansion program initiated in 1942 
which added services to patients not 
previously available. With two-thirds 
of the hospital dollar going to wages, 
the decrease in the number of volunteer 
workers from some 900 during the war 
years to about 100 in 1947 resulted in 
important increases in overhead costs.

Problems of hospital administration 
and nursing service which received 
special attention were the procedure of 
patient admission, food and dietary 
service, hospital accounting, record room 
procedure, the X-ray department, the 
building services, and the hospital 
laboratory. 

Other topics covered included the 
importance of complete and harmonious 
understanding between the teacher and 
the student in a school of nursing, con- 
structive health programs for the stu- 
dent and graduate nurses, and profes- 
sional relations between the hospital 
pharmacist and the nurse. 


Hospital Founder Dies 

Sister Perpetua, 73, former superin- 
tendent ‘and superior of St. Agnes Hos- 
pital in White Plains and St. Francis 
Hospital in Poughkeepsie, died Decem- 
ber 27 at the former institution. 

The former Margaret O’Neil, Sister 
Perpetua began her religious life when 
she entered the convent at the Mount 
Loretto orphanage on Staten Island 55 
years ago. Later she was supervisor of 
Mount Loretto. She founded St. Francis 
Hospital in Poughkeepsie in 1913 and 
later helped found St. Mary’s Hospital 
in Orange, New Jersey. At St. Agnes’ 
she helped design a four-story addition 
to the present structure. 


Blue Cross Grant to Hospitals 

To help meet the critical emergency 
hospitals are now facing, Asociated Hos- 
pital Service — New York’s Blue Cross 
Plan—has obtained the approval of 
the State of New York Insurance De- 
partment and the Department of Social 
Welfare to make an additional payment 
of $1,300,000 to its affiliated hospitals. 

The additional payment is being made 
to adjust differences between the rates 
which Associated Hospital Service had 
previously agreed to pay to its 260 
member hospitals and the increased 
charges which the hospitals have been 
compelled to make to the public be- 
cause of rising costs. 


Medical Mission Aid 

At the annual meeting of the Catholic 
Medical Mission Board held in New 
York December 17, the president of 
the board, Rev. Edward F. Garesche, 
S.J., announced to the members the 
greatest advance in medical aid to the 
missions ever recorded. 

In his annual report, Father Garesche 
told of the Sending of 1600 packing 
cases of precious supplies containing 
100,831 pounds of medicines, instru- 
ments and equipment, to 75 missionary 
communities here and abroad and to 
many mission Bishops and priests be-

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sides. This does not include many 
purchases made for missions sent direct 
from the manufacturers. 

Further help to the missions was 
given through the contribution of Medi- 
cal Mission Kits, gifts totaling $150,000, 
bandages and dressings made by Blue 
Cross circles, and a medical information 
service for mission doctors discussing 
new drugs and treatments. 

Father Garesche said that the as- 
sistance of the Daughters of Mary, 
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Health of the Sick, had been fencers 
in undertaking this work. 


Co-ops Fight Inflation 

Rising prices and reduced incomes 
have led to more and more use of co- 
operative buying systems by large and 
small hospitals. 

One informal purchasing arrangement 
is that concluded among six Brooklyn 
hospitals in which the Long Island 
College Hospital purchases milk and 
cream for the group at a saving of 1.25 
cents a quart. 

Another group illustrating the co- 
operative trend is the Hospital Purchas- 
ing Club, a small organization composed 


of buyers from several local hospitals 
which meets twice a month to exchange 
buying information and tips on prices. 

While the larger hospitals are able to, 
secure substantial discounts because 
their orders are larger, smaller institu- 
tions are making more use of such 
joint buying agencies as the Hospital 
Bureau of Standards and Supplies of 
247 Park Avenue. 

The bureau which represents 265 in- 
stitutions throughout the United States 
and overseas, is a non-profit association. 
Each member pays annual dues based 
on operating expenses. In return a mem- 
ber may order any of the 250 items 
the bureau lists and by virtue of bulk 
orders placed by the bureau may effect 
considerable savings. In 1947 the bureau 
purchased $3,000,000 worth of supplies 
and the hospitals saved $300,000 plus a 
refund equivalent to the dues they paid. 

Last year the bureau purchased 1,000,- 
000 vials of penicillin at $350,000, a 
saving to the members of $40,000. 


General Practice Academy Formed 

Members in forty-two states, the Dis- 
trict of Columbia and Hawaii have been 
enrolled in the newly formed American 
Academy of General Practice, according 
to a statement issued December 15 by 
Dr. Paul A. Davis, Akron, Ohio, presi- 
dent of the Academy. 

Its purposes are: 

1. To promote and maintain high 
standards of the general practice of 
medicine and surgery. 

2. To encourage and assist young men 
and women in preparing, qualifying, and 
establishing themselves in general prac- 
tice. 

3. To preserve the right of the general 
practitioner to engage in medical and 
surgical procedures for which he is 
qualified by training and experience. 

4. To assist in providing postgraduate 
study courses for general practitioners, 
and to encourage and assist practicing 
physicians in participating in such 
training. 

5. To advance medical science and 
private and public health. 

To be eligible for membership a phy- 
sician must be engaged in general prac- 
tice and must be a member of AHA. 
He must be duly licensed in the state 
in which he practices, and must be of 
high moral and professional character. 
He must have had at least one year of 
rotating internship at an approved hos- 
pital, or the equivalent in postgraduate 
training. He must have been in general 
practice for at least three years. (Special 
consideration is being given by the 
Membership Committee to military serv- 
ice). He must have shown interest in 
continuing his medical advancement by 
engaging in postgraduate educational 
activities.

The National Foundation for Infantile 


Paralysis announced Dec. 19 it would 
sponsor the First International Polio- 


myelitis Conference at the Waldorf- 
Astoria Hotel in New York July 12 
to 17. 

The Department of State has been 
requested to transmit invitations to 
more than 60 foreign governments to 
send official delegates to the conference. 
These officials will be asked to present 
summarizations of the problems of polio- 
myelitis in their countries at a special 
session. Presiding officer at this session 
will be Thomas Parran, M.D., Surgeon 
General of the United States Public 
Health Service. 

The program will include scientific and 
technical papers on research and treat- 
ment of poliomyelitis to be presented by 
professional authorities in the field from 
this country and abroad. In addition, 
there will be panel discussions on the 
various subjects, a scientific exhibit sec- 
tion, demonstrations of muscle testing 
and treatment procedures, and a film 


program.

Pediatrics Building Started

The poster 
told the Blue Cross Story of the hos- 
pitals with its factual description: 
29,000,000 members nationally; Origin 
in Texas; 318 Texas member hospitals; 
3800 member hospitals nationally; 300,- 
000 members in Texas alone. 

The Hospital Auxiliaries of the Texas 
hospitals told their portion of the Hos- 
pital Story, with a map poster locating 
the 25 present auxiliaries in the state, 
and with a folder requesting hospital 
auxiliary members to: Be an Ambas- 
sador of Good Deeds through your Hos- 
pital Auxiliary; Know Your Commu- 
nity’s Responsibilities; Know Your 
Hospital’s Needs; Know Where You Fit 
into this New World Health Program. 

The Texas Association of Hospital 
Auxiliaries is organized to help Texans 
help themselves. There are now 25 hos- 
pital auxiliaries with a growing mem- 
bership of more than 3000 women in 
Texas to help the hospitals carry out 
their responsibilities to their commu- 
nities. 

And to those who live in communities 
where they have no auxiliary, the folder 
suggested, “Help establish an Auxiliary 
in your Hospital.” 

The folder pointed out the auxiliary’s 
purpose: “To aid in increasing the eff- 
ciency and full use of hospital services, 
securing and co-ordinating volunteer 
services, distributing general health in- 
formation, securing public understanding 
and support of the hospital in its free 
and part-pay hospital services, minister- 
ing to the extra needs of the sick, the 
education of student nurses.”

Anti-TB Pioneer Dies 

A pioneer in anti-tuberculosis work in 
Wisconsin and one of the founders of 
the Newman club movement, Dr. Tim- 
othy L. Harrington, 81, died at his 
home in Milwaukee. Talks by “Tim” 
Harrington and other Catholic medical

students at the University of Penn- 
sylvania in 1894 led to the formation of 
the first Newman club, first in the 
movement which now numbers more 
than 300 clubs for Catholic students at 
secular schools, with about 50,000 young 
men and young women enrolled. 

In 1903, when there was no tuber- 
culosis control program in Wisconsin, 
Dr. Harrington at the 57th annual 
meeting of the State Medical Society in- 
troduced a resolution for co-operation 
of the State group with smaller medical 
societies “for the dissemination of 
knowledge and the establishment of 
sanatoriums for the treatment of the 
consumptive poor.”

A year later Dr. Harrington and Dr. 
John W. Coon gave the State Medical 
Society plans for an extensive campaign 
against tuberculosis. From this pioneer 
work sprang the system of sanatoriums 
and the Wisconsin Anti-Tuberculosis 
Association.

Medical Library Increased 

Establishment of a section in ob- 
stetrics and gynecology in the library of 
the Marquette University school of 
medicine, to be known as the Clara B. 
Hipke Memorial, was announced Jan- 
uary 6 by Very Rev. Peter A Brooks, 
S.J., president of Marquette. 

The memorial has been made possible 
by a gift of $16,500 from the Milwaukee 
Maternity Hospital and Dispensary As- 
sociation, constituting the remaining 
assets of that association which is 
liquidating. The late Mrs. Hipke was 
a founder and for many years the 
president of the association which ceased 
its operations in 1937, a year before 
her death. 


Cohen Estate to Crippled Children 

The thoughtfulness and generosity of 
a Superior girl, Miss Deborah Cohen, 
who died June 9, will make possible 
the establishment of an orthopedic sec- 
tion for helping crippled children in the 
new wing of St. Joseph Hospital. A 
check for $4,866.60 from Miss Cohen’s 
estate has been turned over to the 
hospital. 

In her will, Miss Cohen instructed 
the trustees to use in any way they saw 
fit, the proceeds from real estate which 
she owned for the aid of crippled chil- 
dren, “regardless of race, color or creed.” 

Thus, nearly $5,000 was made avail- 
able by a Jewish girl to a Catholic 
hospital which in turn provides its 
services without regard to the color or 
creed of its patients. 


Hospital Additions Begun 

Work was begun recently on two new 
wing additions to St. Joseph’s Hospital 
in Superior, Wis. Basement and founda- 
tions will be completed this fall with 
construction of the wings getting under 
way next spring.

Lourdes Convent worked by day house- 


cleaning and by night scraping decora- 
tive hangings from the walls to be white- 
washed.

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began its service to the community when 
a baby girl was born there on July 31, 
hours before the formal blessing of the 
building. 

As the years passed, the demand for 
the services of the hospital and _ its 
limited staff grew heavier in spite of 
the co-operation received from Catholic 
laymen and lay organizations, religious, 
and particularly the Sisters of our Lady 
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of Lourdes Convent. Even the addition 
of a third floor did not relieve the needs 
of the hospital, so the new building was 
begun in July, 1945. 

Today an imposing structure in 
colored brick with stone decorations 
rises behind and is joined to the old 
mansion. The first floor containing the 
beautiful new chapel was designed 
mainly for administration purposes, 
although it also houses a modern X-ray 
department. The second and third floor 
wards and private and semi-private 
rooms, which are partially sound- 
proofed, are warm with color and com- 


fortably furnished. The infant nursery 
is provided with sixteen beds. The fourth 
floor is given over to the surgery depart- 
ment. There are two operating rooms, 
the orthopedic room, the sterilization 
rooms, etc. Kitchen, laundry, dining 
rooms, and the social workers’ shop are 
located in the basement. 

The new hospital was begun in 1945 
scarcely a month after the death of 
Msgr. Lecuyer in the old. mansion he 
had purchased so many years ago. The 
hospital which he had realized would 
bring great spiritual as well as physical 
blessings to the surrounding community 
was the home of the beloved priest 
during the last five years of his life. 
Despite the illness which eventually 
caused his death, Msgr. Lecuyer himsel/ 
became the favorite patient in his own 
hospital. His keen wit, his kindness, and 
his holiness were an inspiration to 
patients and staff alike until his death 
less than a year after his golden jubilee 
was commemorated in the hospital 
chapel. 


STANDARDS FOR THERAPISTS 

Professional standards for all occupa- 
tional therapists in the Public Health 
Service have been authorized, according 
to Federal Security Administrator Oscar 
F. Ewing. 

Occupational therapists in hospitals 
operated by the Service will be re- 
classified from subprofessional to profes- 
sional grades P-1, P-2 or P-3, if they 
are graduates of approved schools of 
occupational therapy, or have experience 
giving them comparable qualifications, 
and are performing professional O.T. 
work. 

Unlike the physical therapist category 
in Public Health Service, which also 
was recently converted to professional 
status, the subprofessional status for 
occupational therapists will not be elim- 
inated. Occupational therapy aides stil! 
will be needed in the subprofessional 
grades. 

Qualified Public Health Service occu- 
pational therapists will not be converted 
from subprofessional to professional 
status immediately. Individual job 
descriptions first must be prepared by 
the incumbents and reviewed by the 
classification section in order to deter- 
mine the appropriate professional grade. 


40,000 STUDENT NURSES 
Enrollment of approximately 40,000 
new student nurses in the nation’s 1,227 
schools of nursing during the current 
year, a peacetime record, was indicated 
at a meeting of the 1947 Student Nurse 
Recruitment Committee. This figure was 
estimated by representatives of the 
National Committee on Careers in 
Nursing, American Red Cross, Advertis- 
ing Council, American Medical Associa- 
tion, American College of Surgeons, and

NEW BOOKS

Nursing education has, perhaps al- 
ways, at any rate too long, been suffering 
from textbooks and teachers who are 
“way over the heads of the students.” 
This is a really basic point. To teach 
Father McdAllister’s book, one would 
have to be steeped in the specifically 
Thomist teachings. And how many of 
those who teach in Nursing Schools are 
so situated? And, besides, to teach 
Father McAllister’s book well, one would 
have to be an expert in “medical ethics.” 
Again -it is fair to ask how many of 
those who teach in Nursing Schools are 
so drilled, disciplined, and specialized?

Finally, how many nurses-in-training 
would be advanced enough to follow 
the extremely synoptic contents which 
Father McAllister has put together? He 
is clear and he is adequate. But he leaves 
so very much to the instructor. 

If the book were to be taught in a 
University-affiliated Nursing School, it 
still would be a question whether the 
University had committed itself to the 
Thomistic philosophy. And, if the book 
is to be taught in an independently 
administered Nursing School, the prob- 
lem becomes even more accentuated. 

This question of “properly specialized 
teachers” for the topics taught in Nurs- 
ing Schools is a very big one, one, too, 


that has never been quite satisfactorily 
settled in general. If, as some would 
urge, nuns are the best ones in the long 
run to teach all the subjects to be 
handled in a Nursing School, how many 
Hospitals have enough nuns well trained 
and sufficiently experienced and able to 
handle so tricky a subject as “Nursing 
Ethics”? 

Yet we welcome the book as a fine 
addition to the growing number of sound 
and scholarly texts which are appearing 
for the specific uses of Nursing Schools. 
Perhaps the textbooks will do what has 
not been done by sporadic efforts in 
the past. Perhaps the textbooks will raise 
the level in the teaching staffs of our 
Nursing Schools. Anyway, when, as now, 
national norms are being projected for 
the standardizing of all Nursing Schools 
throughout the country, it is very well 
to be able to point to such representa- 
tive books as this one of Father Mc- 
Allister is. We can with sound con- 
tentment, then, insist that the topics 
which Catholics know must be incorpor- 
ated in the training of a Nurse, of a 
Catholic Nurse, be considered and be 
admitted into the list of topics and 
subjects which these “norms” will find 
it wise eventually to demand. And this 
is no small value to be found in a book. 

There is one final remark that needs 
to be made. Father McFadden had 
incorporated in his very fine book the 
pertinent material from Catholic dog- 
matic and moral teaching. Since a Nurse 
is a whole human being, whose motives 
are integral to her life, we certainly feel 
that that method is the wiser and the 
sounder way to teach a Catholic girl 
in a Catholic Hospital just what her 
duties really are. Father McAllister does 
not do this. — Bakewell Morrison, S.J.

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CATHOLIC COLORED CLINIC 

Catholic Colored Clinic, in Atlanta, 
Georgia, has been in the charge of the 
Medical Mission Sisters* since Novem- 
ber, 1944. As hospital care for Negroes 
in Atlanta is wholly inadequate, the 
Clinic has grown by leaps and bounds 
during the past three years. Medical 
care for Negroes in the South is a tre- 
mendous field for apostolic work. 

To show the great need for this work,

consider the case of a severely burned 
patient who came to the Clinic from 
Thomston, Georgia. Catholic Colored 
Clinic was the nearest hospital that 
would admit her — the next closest was 
100 miles further north! Five days pre- 
vious her nightgown had caught fire. 
Before anyone could help her, she had 
received third degree burns over her 
entire back, from her neck to her knees. 
Not a single dressing covered the wounds 
as she traveled 60 miles to Atlanta on 
her back! Her condition after a delay 
of five days was indeed serious, her pain 
intense. Penicillin and devoted nursing 
care were able to save her life. It is true 


that part of the delay was due to ignor- 
ance, but part was also due to lack of 
hospital facilities for the colored. 

The four bed ward added in 1945 
hardly qualifies the Catholic Colored 
Clinic as a hospital, but it does make 
surgery an important department. Clinics 
are offered as follows: Medicine, Gyne- 
cology and Pre-Natal, Urology and 
Pediatrics. Though the out-patients are 
more numerous, it is with the hospital 
patients that the best work is done. 
This means both medically and spirit- 
ually. The patients seem more interested 
and impressed with Catholicism after 
they have stayed in the ward for a few 
days than after many visits to the 
Clinic. Medically also, the hospital sec- 
tion takes precedence over the clinic 
since it is the carrying of cases to com- 
pletion. Though the present ward is in- 
adequate, at least some dent is made in 
the number of cases which have to glide 
along with “Come again next week.” 

Since September, 1946, social workers 
from the Atlanta University have added 
their services to the staff. 

A glance at the figures gives some idea 
of the work of the Clinic:

The people are most grateful for the 
least service rendered. Even with their 
limited means, they try to help out. 

Less than 1 per cent of the Negroes 
of Atlanta are Catholic.

Sincere interest and vig- 
orous activity for their welfare and 
health would be a beacon light over the 
dark. waters of racial and _ religious

Following a ten year study of 4,000 
children suffering from sinus infections, 
Donald R. Laing, M.D., of Pasadena, 
believes that X-rays provide the most 
effective method of treatment.

treatment for “sub-acute sinusitis in 
children is easy on the mother and child 
and is an extremely effective method of 
ridding the patient of the infection.” 
Out of 900 children between one and 
thirteen years of age suffering definitely 
from subacute sinusitis, 639 or 71 per 
cent were cured after one series of X-ray 
treatments. The series consisted of three 
treatments administered over a period 
of eight days. This group of 639 patients 
included those whose sinus films taken 
four to six weeks after treatment showed 
no evidence of infection and who were 
clinically free from evidence of sinus 








disease for at least one year following 
treatment. 

Fifteen per cent of the 900 children 
showed moderate improvement. The 
tests were repeated after a six week’s 
interval and 55 per cent of those re- 
ceiving these treatments were cured. 
This gave complete recovery to 79 per 
cent of the total cases and favorable 
results in an additional 7 per cent.

Cardiac Patients Find Employment 

In a four-year period through the 
services of the state-federal program 
of vocational rehabilitation for civilians. 
7000 men and women who had been 
disabled by cardiac disorders were pre- 
pared for and placed in safe and suit- 
able occupations so they could make 
their own living, Federal Security. Ad- 
ministrator Oscar R. Ewing disclosed 
Feb. 13 in a statement issued in con- 
nection with “National Heart Week.” 
_ Michael J. Shortley, Director of the 
FSA’s Office of Vocational Rehabilita- 
tion, expressed the belief that greater 
numbers of sufferers from heart disease 
will be rehabilitated as the availability 
of the state-federal services becomes 
more generally known. Shortley added: 

“The 7000 men and women, all of 
working age, were rehabilitated between 
1943, when the program of vocational 
rehabilitation for disabled civilians was 
expanded, and 1947. Most of the 7000 
were unemployed when they requested 
services from their homestate rehabili- 
tation agencies. 

“In one year alone, a group of 1264 
men and women with cardiac disorders 
profited from vocational rehabilitation 
by a 670-per-cent increase in their rate 
of earnings. Before rehabilitation, only 
214 were employed and their earnings 
were at the rate of $287,000 a year; 
the others were unemployed. After re- 
habilitation was completed, the rate of

(Concluded from page 44A) 
struction and were led in their discus- 
sions by faculty members, department 
heads, and doctors from Indiana Uni- 
versity School of Business, the Univer- 
sity Group of Hospitals, and Indiana 
University Medical School.

her dedicated life. Her policy from the 
start to the end of her career was to 
receive only those patients who had 
cancer, that it be incurable, and that 
the sick be destitute. On September 14, 
1899, four years after she began the 
work, Archbishop Corrigan of New York 
gave Mrs. Lathrop and her close as- 
sociate and loved assistant, Miss Alice 
Huber, permission to join the Third 
Order of St. Dominic and wear the 
Dominican habit. Rose Hawthorne La- 
throp became Sister Mary Alphonsa, 
later Mother Alphonsa, and Alice Huber, 
Sister Mary Rose. The full and elong- 
ated name of the religious congregation 
became “Servants for Relief of Incur- 
able Cancer of the Congregation of Saint 
Rose of Lima.” The biography tells 
the story of these humble and menial 
beginnings, the growth of the enterprise 
as they moved into larger and more 
suitable quarters, of their purchase of 
a nine acre property in Westchester 
County to be known as Rosary Hill 
Home, of Mother Alphonsa’s nursing 
and administrative duties from five 
o'clock a.m. to eleven o’clock p.m., of 
her mysteriously successful begging cam- 
paigns to provide for the needs and 
even the comforts for her beloved 
“cancerous poor.” 

The author of this biography, Theo- 
dore Maynard, the well known and 
prolific literary convert, wrote it while 
a tubercular patient at the Maryland 
State Sanatorium. From his own ac- 
count he first dictated it into an Edi- 
phone. As there was difficulty with his 
English accent, he then wrote it out in 
pencil while lying in bed. Between script 
and reproduced voice the secretary- 
typist was able to prepare the book for 
the publisher. Under these difficult cir- 
cumstances Mr. Maynard has bravely 
performed another zealous task for 
which the reading public should be 
especially grateful. He has made Rose 
Hawthorne Lathrop vivid and vital. He 
has shown a thorough acquaintance with 
the abundant sources and with the coun- 
tries and with the persons influencing or 
influenced by Mother Alphonsa. His 
direct quotations from her are especially 
enlightening. It is moreover an honest 
biography. He gives what appears to be 
the true perspective of her temperament 
and character. She undoubtedly had her 
limitations. She was impulsive, restless 
until she found her life work, had a 
sketchy formal education, and was an 
original speller. At the same time she 
had great personal charm, was deeply 
devoted to her family, especially to her 
father. She was genuinely religious and

Considering the circumstances under 
which the book was written it seems 
ungracious to find and mention defects. 
In honesty though a reviewer should let 
the prospective reader know his consid- 
ered opinion. This reader found the 
book unduly long, particularly sections 
I and II. He thought some of the matter 
and some of the characters irrelevant 
as they added little to the understanding 
of Mother Alphonsa. He personally 
would have preferred more extracts 
from the writings and notebooks of 
Rose Hawthorne Lathrop. Some of the 
allusions too are obscure. The reviewer 
too thought that the Congregation of 
which she was the Foundress and which 
was to carry on her special service 
should have had more detailed treat- 
ment. 

However, the handicaps considered. 
the industrious, courageous, and versa- 
tile author has written an excellent bi- 
ography of an extraordinary woman. 
May he be spared to carry on his public 
relations work for the canonized and 
uncanonized saints! —R. M. Kelly, S.J.

In using a narrative type job- 
description written by a successful prac- 
titioner in each field, she has provided 
the career seeker with information that 
is more interesting and more stimulating 
than anything previously available. 
This technique has served, too, to lend 
an air of authenticity to each descrip- 
tion which one author alone could not 
possibly achieve. 

Careers for Nurses is particularly 
valuable for the senior student or young 
graduate because it directs her to first 
level positions. Preliminary to the job 
descriptions, consideration has been 
given to attitudes desirable in one 
choosing a career, and general principles

When she arrived in Nijmegen, she 
found it to be a devastated city with 
most of its inhabitants homeless. As 
soon as possible she acquired a com- 
paratively decent building, borrowed 
knives and forks, begged chairs from her 
brother in Williamsport, and reopened 
St. Elizabeth’s. 

Two years later she is still short of 
everything needed for a hospital: bed- 
ding, furniture, medical supplies, nurses 
Her relatives and friends in the States 
are supplying her with everything they 
can and week after week packages of 
food, clothing, medicine, cigarettes, etc 
are sent to her. Even the school children 
in Williamsport are doing their part. 

To obtain nurses for the hospital and 
to keep them there proved to be a 
problem at first. They would register 
accept the new issue of clothes given 
them, work a few days, and then leave 
A new rule changed that resignation 
meant turning in the new clothes. Now 
the turnover has been reduced to prac- 
tically nothing.

New Books 











140 Million Patients 

By Carl Malmberg, Reynal & Hitch- 
cock, New York, N. Y. 

140 Million Patients is a sales-talk for 
the Wagner-Murray-Dingel Bill with its 
theme that efficient medical and hospital 
care can be made available to those who 
need it in this country only through 
compulsory health insurance and general 
Government supervision of the health 
field.

however, probably need not fear too 
much the effects of this book upon 
thoughtful readers, because the author, 
it seems, has rather obviously over- 
stressed his case. Mr. Malmberg, a staff 
member of the United States Public 
Health Service, leaves the impression of 
having delivered a typical caricaturized 
election campaign speech, for the most 
part tiresomely one-sided, and focused 
almost entirely upon the skeletons in the 
closet of the incumbent office holder (the 
present non-socialized health structure). 
Of these skeletons, some are admittedly 
genuine; others, though, are born of 
doubtful statistical innuendoes or of 
appeals to unconvincing authorities; all, 


of whatever kind, are, sometimes exag- 
gerated. The medical profession and 
voluntary hospitals as a whole are un- 
justly attacked by the drawing of illicit 
general conclusions from specific in- 
stances of admitted individual failure. 
Also, certain weaknesses of our coun- 
try’s general health, undoubtedly caused 
by our strained pace of living and other 
factors, seem to be unfairly ascribed to 
medical inadequacy. Many existing 
abuses and evidences of quackery are 
well exposed by the author, but his in- 
ferences as to their extensiveness are 
unwarranted. Nor is any credit extended 
to the noble efforts being expended by 
the great majority of doctors and hos- 
pitals today, an admfssion to be ex- 
pected in a fair presentation of our 
health picture. If the doctors of our 
country are of such low caliber profes- 
sionally and ethically as the author 
would impress upon his readers that they 
are, how, we might ask him would they 
be made more efficient and scrupulous 
under the ambition-killing effects of pro- 
posed government regimentation? 

We especially regret Mr. Malmberg’s 
gross misunderstanding of the Catholic 
attitude toward sickness as manifested in 
his treatment of it on page 181. Further- 
more, Voluntary Health Insurance suc- 
cess is so minimized as to appear a 
failure, and in a chapter answering objec- 
tions to compulsory health insurance, 
the author does not meet squarely or 
adequately what are perhaps the funda- 
mental underlying fears of government- 
controlled medicine and __ hospitals, 
namely, the curtailing of the exercise of 
personal conscience, initiative, and re- 
sponsibility, and secondly, the formation 
of a wedge to a completely socialized 
state. Surely, all must agree with the 
author that the shortcomings of our 
present health structure should be re- 
lentlessly rooted out — even welcoming 
certain kinds of government help — but 
it is illogical to subscribe with him to the 
remedy, figuratively speaking, of decapi- 
tating a man to cure his headache. 

140 Million Patients might be mis- 
leading to those readers who are com- 
pletely uninformed, or who might be led 
to accept everything in the book without 
stopping to weigh the opposing evidence 
in defense of our present-day efforts. In 
all fairness, however, we must say that 
Mr. Malmberg has done a service in 
bringing forcibly before our eyes man} 
shortcomings and abuses of our present 
system, and for rendering a facile sum- 
mary of proposed current legislation. All 
in the medical and hospital professions 
can profit from these contributions of 
the book.

A special section will devote at- 
tention to the problems of chronic 
diseases and the aging process in 
terms of their medical, social, and 
economic significance for the Nation. 
Special attention will be given to the 
provision of care for the chronically 
ill in terms of the Nation’s available 
resources in health facilities, person- 
nel, and the various methods, both 
institutional and extra-institutional, 
providing the necessary care. 

The section on medical care will 
give extensive consideration to exisi- 
ing voluntary pre-payment plans and 
group practices for meeting current 
needs. It will likewise consider what 
steps should be taken towards making 
better health care available to the 
Nation. 

Of particular interest to hospitais 
will be the section on professional 
personnel which will consider the 
present supply and distribution of 
personnel. It will likewise review the 
cost of professional education to in 
stitutions and to individuals; the 
effect of present financing and train 
ing facilities on the output of profes- 
sional personnel.

Association currently informed with 
reference to the development of the 
Hospital Construction Program. The 
past. reports have indicated a definite 
emphasis upon public construction. 
The report for the month of March, 
however, indicates that more atten- 
tion is being given to applications by 
nonprofit hospitals. For instance, dur- 
ing the month of March, applications 
were approved for 19 general hos- 
pitals under public sponsorship. These 
applications involved a Federal ex- 
penditure of $2,429,563 representing 
an addition of 464 beds. During the 
same period, applications were ap- 
proved for 9 non-profit general hos- 
pitals with a bed capacity of 502. 
The estimated Federal expenditure 
for the non-profit hospitals was $2,- 
129,629. 


National Health Legislation 

While there is practically no ac- 
tivity in the field of health legislation 
at this time, it is clear from the above 
that there is definite interest in some 
form of national health legislation. 
In this connection, mention might be 
made of the proposals for so called 
national health laws which have been 
presented to the present Congress for 
consideration.. The Wagner-Murray- 
Dingel BilF S.1320 and the Taft Bill 
S.545. Both of these legislative pro- 
posals have been fully discussed in 
previous issues of HOSPITAL PROGRESS 

and still deserve the closest study 
by our hospital administrators if they 
are to understand what is implied in 
the recommendations which will be 
made by the National Health As- 
sembly. 

Currently before Congress 
other Bills providing in a_ limited 
measure for local health services. The 
“Local Health Agencies Bill” is in- 
tended to assist in the development 
and maintenance of public health 
service units while the purposes of 
the “School Health Services Bill” is 
clear from its title.

The Eye-Bank for Sight Resto- 
ration, Incorporated, with which 
Catholic hospitals in California, New 
York, Ohio, and Pennsylvania are 
associated, announces in its second 
annual report that more than 600 
eyes given by the public have thus 
far been accepted by its laboratory, 
and more than 95 per cent of these 
have been used for transplantation 
operations. Statistics of the Eye- 
Bank show that about 80 per cent 
of the cases selected for operation 
result in definite improvement, and 
the transplant remains permanently 
clear. 

The report states that scholarships 
have been granted during the year 
from funds given specifically for that 
purpose to ophthalmologists — in 
different parts of the country. These 
doctors receive training in the tech- 
nique of the corneal graft operation 
and observe research going on in the 
Eye-Bank Laboratory. In addition, 
surgeons have come from _ India, 
China, France, England, and the 
Philippines at their own expense for 
training at the Eye-Bank.

GREAT BRITAIN 


British Catholic Hospitals 
Exempted from Nationalization 

Following months of negotiations be- 
tween His Eminence Bernard Cardinal 
Griffin, Archbishop of Westminster, and 
Aneurin Bevin, Minister of Health, 
British Catholic authorities have been 
assured that the 60 Catholic hospitals in 
Great Britain will not be taken over by 
the State under the National Health 
Service Act when it comes into opera- 
tion on July 5. 

Under the new Act, the Ministry of 
Health is entitled to take over all hos- 
pitals supported by voluntary contribu- 
tions, on the argument that since public 
monies have built and maintained these 
hospitals the community should have 
charge of them. Cardinal Griffin and his 
delegates pointed out, however, that 
Catholic hospitals, though partly sup- 
ported by voluntary contributions, are 
the private properties of religious com- 
munities or dioceses which built them. 

While Catholic hospitals will continue 
to function as before after July 5, they 
will co-operate with the National Health 
Act by placing a large number of their 
beds at the disposal of the regional 
boards to accommodate Catholic pa- 
tients whose fees will be paid out of the 
state health fund. The Catholic hospitals 
will have to be maintained, voluntarily, 
at the standard of the other hospitals 
which will be paid for out of state funds, 
thus imposing a heavy monetary burden 
on the Catholics. 























British Physicians Still Oppose Act 

Meanwhile, the Representative Body 
of the British Medical Association has 
voted to continue its fight against the 
Health Act, and has established an “in- 
dependence” fund of four hundred thou- 
sand pounds ($1,600,000) for the pur- 
pose. 

Backed by the results of a plebiscite 
held in January, at which 89 per cent of 
the physicians voted against the state 
medicine plan, the 400 members of the 
Representative Body adopted a resolu- 
tion declaring that it was not in the 
interest of the public or themselves for 
doctors to accept service under the 
Health Act until changes were made “to 
maintain the integrity of medicine and 
prevent doctors being turned into state 
servants.” 

Theoretically, doctors may elect to 
remain in private practice under the 
provisions of the Act. But the B.M.A. 
fears that coercive action could be taken 
to force physicians to participate in the 
plan, since nearly one third of the 61,000 
British physicians will be needed to serv-

Si-ters of Charity of Cincinnati 
Build Modern Hospital in China 

The new three-story, fireproof hospital 
which the Sisters of Charity of Cincin- 
nati, Ohio, are building in Wuchang, 
Hupeh, China, will replace a group of 
buildings which have been severely bat- 
tered by war and the elements during 
the past few years. At present, the Sis- 
ters are struggling along in six out of the 
nine buildings which originally comprised 
the hospital, and even these six rest in- 
securely on their foundations because of 





the structural damage done by the 
bombing; the other three buildings were 
completely destroyed. 

The new building, which will serve 
part of a city of 400,000, will be modern 
throughout, with two up-to-date operat- 
ing rooms, delivery room, central dress- 
ing room, X-ray department, pharmacy, 
a physio-therapy department, and a 
large out-patient department. The un- 
usual size of the latter is a common 
feature in Chinese hospitals; the Chinese 
people, not as well acquainted with hos- 
pitals as Americans, are quite willing to 
come to see the doctor and secure med- 
icines, but they are disinclined to stay. 
Another planned department of the hos- 
pital is a dental clinic, a much-needed 
addition in view of the generally poor 
dental conditions among the Chinese. 

Many of the inconveniences which at 
present interfere with good nursing will 
be eliminated by the new hospital. To 
mention just a few of the existing con- 
ditions: much work is done by candle 
light; there is no running water, and no 
heat except for what is furnished by a 
few pieces of charcoal in a basin; water 
is carried about a city block to the de- 
livery room; instruments are sterilized 
in a make-shift, wood-burning sterilizer 
located in a remote backyard; food is 
carried from the kitchen to departments 
out of doors in all kinds of weather. The 
surprising part is that in spite of ail 
these handicaps, the Sisters have excel- 
lent results in surgery. 

The Sisters will try to combat the 
proverbially bad sanitary conditions in 
China at least as far as their own hos- 
pital is concerned. Centralized food 
service in the new hospital will help, and 
so will the elimination of the sp ttoons 
common in Chinese hospitals. The de- 
vice which the Sisters have hit upon to 
accomplish this latter purpose consists of 
placing a wash bowl with a drain and a 
lavatory between every two rooms. 

The city of Wuchang is in great need 
of a young American surgeon, who could 
accomplish a great deal of good and get 
considerable experience at the same time. 
Diseases treated in the hospital are 
typhoid, meningitis, tuberculosis, skin 
diseases of all kind, abscesses, trachoma. 
syphillis, and all sorts of other diseases 
including leprosy, kala-azar (ala-azar). 
and tropical diseases.

Court Holds Tulsa Hospitals Tax Exempt 

In a recent decision of the Oklahoma supreme court, St. 
John’s Hospital of Tulsa was held exempt from taxation. The 
court affirmed a Tulsa county district court’s ruling removing 
the Sisters of the Sorrowful Mother, the Sisterhood which 
operates the hospital, from Tulsa county tax rolls because 
it is a charitable institution. 

St. John’s was placed on the rolls in 1946 by the Tulsa 
county assessor. At that time the 8.75 acres of land were 
valued at $36,750; improvements at $1,900,000 and personal

property at $1,000,000. The county equalization board denied 
a protest but reduced assessment considerably, cutting the 
assessed valuation of the improvements down to $595,180. 

This is the second time an attempt has been made to tax 
the hospital. In 1926 the Sisters won a similar case, in both 
the district and supreme courts. The recent decision should 
according to the hospital’s attorney, clarify once and for all! 
to what use the hospital property is put; this latter con 
sideration is the legal test for exemption.

BUILDING AND EXTENSION NEWS 
Guthrie, Oklahoma 

The new Benedictine Heights Hos- 
pital of the Benedictine Sisters was 
dedicated by the Most Reverend Eugene 
McGuinness on April 1, and opened to 
the public on April 4. Built at a cost 
of more than $775,000 it is said to be 
the finest hospital in the state, with 
such up-to-date features as aircondi- 
tioned surgery and O.B. departments 
and a special nurses’ call system. All 
the private rooms have beds of the new 
5-crank type. The building is six stories 
high and is located on a six-acre tract 
west of the city. 


Pittsburgh, Kansas 

The new $375,000 nurses’ home at Mt. 
Carmel Hospital, Pittsburgh, Kansas, 
was dedicated on April 4 by Bishop 
Mark K. Carroll. 


Bay City, Michigan 

The new addition to Mercy Hospital, 
which was dedicated last year, was 
opened to the public for inspection re- 
cently. Some 4,000 people toured the 
building, from the arcade, which pro- 
vides extensive storage space, to the 
ultra-modern laboratory, record depart- 
ment, central supply and operating 
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rooms on the fifth floor. The fireproof 
building is up-to-date in every way, with 
the latest and best in furnishings and 
equipment. It raises the capacity of 
Mercy Hospital from 165 to 365 beds. 


Columbus, Ohio 

The Diocesan Hospital Council of 
the eight hospitals of the Diocese of 
Columbus held its first anniversary 
meeting on March 9 at St. Francis 
Hospital in Columbus.

N.C.C.S. to Expand Its Veterans’ Service

The National Catholic Com- 
munity Service is planning to 
expand its hospital program to in- 
clude every Veterans Administration 
hospital in the United States, accord- 
ing to information released at 
N.C.C.S. Headquarters in Washing- 
ton, D. C. This development is of 
major importance in the N.C.C.S. 
peacetime program which has been 
authorized by the Bishops of the 
United States to serve Veterans Ad- 
ministration patients, 25 per cent of 
whom are Catholics. 

Detailed plans of the enlarged hos- 
pital service and a practical program 
to implement it are outlined in a new 
N.C.C.S. booklet, “The Hospitalized 
Veteran and His Catholic Neighbor.” 
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The initial step in this program is the 
organization of N.C.C.S.-V.A. com- 
mittees in every Veterans Administra- 
tion hospital area, with the approval 
of the Bishop of the local diocese. 
These committees are set up to stim- 
ulate and coordinate the volunteer 
efforts of Catholic organizations to 
meet the recreational, social, and per- 
sonal needs of the patients, and also 
to give special assistance to the Cath- 
olic chaplains in providing for the 
patients’ religious welfare. 

The First International Polio- 
myelitis Conference will be held in 
New York City, July 12-17, under the 
auspices of the National Foundation 
for Infantile Paralysis.

Problems of Hospita! 

Administration 

By Charles E. Prall, pp. 104. Physi- 
cians’ Record Company, Chicago, 1948. 

This book is the outcome of a study 
which was undertaken by the Joint Com- 
mission on Education of the American 
College of Hospital Administrators, the 
purpose of which was to acquire a set 
of data on which future university cur- 
ricula in hospital administration might 
be based. 

Mr. Prall, author of the book, and also 
the director of the program, is a recog- 
nized authority in the field of education, 
and a man with considerable background 
in administration and research. He him- 
self conducted the interviews with the 
100 hospital administrators which fur- 
nished the 500 problems that make up 
the “meat” of the book. 

A good deal of the volume is devoted 
to examining the manner in which the 
study was carried out. An entire chapter 
concerns the administrators selected for 
the interviews, and the manner in which 
they were chosen. In order to present a 
cross-section of problems, it was ob- 
viously necessary to pick hospitals 
located in small as well as large cities; 
all sizes of hospitals had to be repre- 
sented; and various types of hospitals 
had to be on the list. Mr. Prall’s statis- 
tics seem to indicate that a conscientious 
effort was made to cover all these cate- 
gories. Of the 100 hospitals, eight were 
Catholic, four of which had between 100 
and 299, and four more than 300 beds. 

The final 50 pages of the book con- 
tain a fairly lengthy abstract of the 
problems collected, and a review of the 
strengths and weaknesses of the study. 
For purposes of simplification, the porb- 
lems have been grouped together in 10 
different classes, the summary of which 
will be of interest to any hospital ad- 
ministrator. The division which contains 
the most cases, working with the medical 
staff, accounts for no less than 20 per 
cent of all problems. Some of the others, 
in order of importance, are: personnel 
management (15 per cent); the depart- 
ment head and medical care (13 per 
cent), and a subdivision of this latter 
class, departmental functioning (14 per 
cent); business and financial manage- 
ment (12 per cent); at the bottom of 
the list is legal aspects and litigation 
with two per cent. 

In order to compress some 1000 pages 
of typewritten problem data within the 
narrow confines of a 30-odd-page chap- 
ter, the author clearly had to pare his 
material to the bone. Some readers may

find that the brevity of the abstracts at 
times makes a clear understanding of the 
problems difficult.. From the standpoint 
of obtaining an over-all picture of the 
study results, however, the present form 
is unquestionably the most useful. 

Mr. Prall recognizes the fact that a 
research study of this type, undertaken 
under present unsettled conditions, has 
severe limitations. Thus, he draws atten- 
tion to the circumstance that the small 
number of legal problems obtained 
hardly indicates the comparative scarcity 
of such problems. Nevertheless, in spite 
of its limited scope, the book has un- 
deniable value, both from the standpoint 
of the administrator and the university 
contemplating the establishment of a 
course in hospital administration. 


Preoperative and Postoperative 

Care 

By W. J. Tourish, M.D. & Frederick 
E. Wagner, Jr., M.D., F. A. Davis Co., 
Phila., 1947; pp. 338 with 87 illustra- 
tions. 

Of the four important divisions of sur- 
gical knowledge, namely: diagnosis, tech- 
nique, pathology, and pre-and post-oper- 
ative care, the latter has been given the 
least attention in the literature. 

The authors have dealt with their sub- 
ject somewhat in outline form which 
makes for easy reference and a minimum 
of wordiness. Part of the material pre- 
sented is routine already in use in lead- 
ing surgical clinics and part the result, 
no doubt, of their own personal experi- 
ence. Although the book is as up to date 
as the rapidly changing status of medi- 
cine, particularly in its physico-chemical 
aspects, will permit, some will see omis- 
sions and others feel that greater em- 
phasis should be given special topics. 
This is a natural consequence in a field 
so long controlled by tradition and even 
personal whim. The author’s approach is 
scientific and appears to be based on 
sound physiology. The work is amply il- 
lustrated with line drawings, photo- 
graphs, and X-ray reproductions. Minor 
technical -procedures are described in 
detail. 

The surgical specialties, namely; urol- 
ogy, mneuro-surgery, gynecology, and 
proctology are presented in separate 
chapters by members of the respective 
staffs of the Jefferson Medical College 
and Hospital. The book should be par- 
ticularly useful to house officers, as a 
general introduction to the subject, and 
surgeons of experience may find it satis- 
factory for ready reference.

HOLLAND 


Dutch Hospitals Combat Shortages 
Plagued by much the same short- 
ages of space and trained personnel 
as beset our hospitals, the 135 Dutch 
Catholic hospitals — 43 per cent of 
all hospitals in Holland — are casting 
about for ways and means of balanc- 
ing the ever increasing demand for 
hospital space with present inade- 
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way in various parts of the country, 
the shortage of beds is becoming 
more acute; since 1946 alone it is 
estimated that the normal growth of 
population — 204,000 — has added 
another 1000 beds to the already ex- 
isting deficit. The lack of trained 
personnel was further accentuated in 
1947, when the Government, which 
also controls salaries of hospital em- 
ployees, cut the maximum working 


day from 10 hours to 9 hours and 
15 minutes. 

The nursing situation has also been 
rendered more severe by the exodus 
of trained nurses to other countries, 
such as Belgium, Switzerland, Great 
Britain, and the United States, where 
economic conditions are better than 
in the Netherlands. Patriotic appeals 
have been made to the nurses to stay 
at home, but how effective such re- 
quests are is questionable. 

One proposed plan for reducing 
the crippling load forced upon the 
hospitals is to make wider use of 
nursing homes, which, in the opinion 
of some authorities, could take pa- 
tients in the convalescent stage, thus 
shortening the average hospital stay. 

The use of volunteers to relieve 
the nursing shortage has found little 
favor in Dutch hospitals. The very 
idea of volunteering is, according to 
Dutch sources, foreign to the Dutch 
mentality, which has a tendency to 
be suspicious of anyone offering his 
services free of charge. Another ob- 
jection to volunteers is that they 
might be unreliable, and that they 
might hide ulterior motives behind 
a facade of altruism. 

Among the new schools which, it 
is hoped will help fill the demand for 
nurses, is an: experimental Catholic 
one, which attempts to give the stu- 
dent nurse a more complete educa- 
tion than has been hitherto available. 
The school, which is located in a large 
villa, is run by the students, who do 
their own cooking, cleaning, etc. The 
three-year course includes, besides the 
regular subjects, courses in handi- 
crafts, sewing and other home eco- 
nomics courses, art history, and social 
legislation.

GREAT BRITAIN 


British Physicians Yield on 

National Health Act 

In last month’s HosP1tAL PROGRESS 
we reported that the British Medical 
Association vigorously opposed en- 
actment of National Health Service. 
As this issue goes to press, late re- 
ports from Britain indicate that the 
B.M.A. council—the Association’s 
legislative body — has reversed itself 
to some extent by voting to approve 
the program if concessions to doctors, 
offered by the Health Ministry, are 
put into effect, and provided the 
Ministry is willing to discuss further 
changes. The concessions referred to 
consist of making the part-payment 
by salary plan optional, and a guar- 
antee that doctors will not become 
full-time salaried employees. 

The council’s decision came after 
a second plebiscite showed that, while 
a majority of the doctors still did 
not favor the plan, the majority had 
shrunk from 85 per cent in the Feb- 
ruary plebiscite to 64 per cent. How- 
ever, the most important question of 
the poll was whether the doctors 
whose services are essential to the 
National Health Service would help 
conduct it, and no clearcut majority 
of the doctors concerned were op- 
posed. It was probably this result 
which prompted the B.M.A. to change 
its position,

Hospitals Faced With Deficits 

The tremendous rise in costs is taking 
its toll of hospitals all over the country. 
Some figures were released in New York 
City recently which show just what the 
by now proverbial “HCL” means in cold 
percentages. It appears that in the past 
year, hospital payrolls have jumped 40 
per cent, food 43 per cent, and drugs 
almost 39 per cent. In the face of such 
inflationary figures, it is not surprising 
that most of the voluntary hospitals in 
New York were burdended by huge 
operating deficits. 

Figures released by the Department 
of Agriculture are just as disheartening. 
Food costs seem to be spiraling to ever 
new heights. Using a “market basket” as 
a gauge—the quantity of farm food 
products bought by a family of three per 
year—the Department calculates that 
the amount of food which cost $340 dur- 
ing 1935-39 cost $695 in January of this 
year.
